ALBANY, N. Y., June 25.—Gover- 
mor Roosevelt directed today a spe- 
cial term of the Supreme Court in 
New York County to be convened 
July 22 to investigate the City Trust 
Company and all its affairs. The 
connection between the hank and 
the State Banking Deparfment and 
charges made by Moreland Commis- 
sioner Robert Moses are to be in- 
vestigated. Justice Arthur S. Tomp- 
kins of Nyack isto hold the extraor- 
dinary term and is also to. draw a 
grand jury to inquire into the mat- 
ters embraced in the Governor’s 
proclamation. 

The special trial term of .the i+ 
preme Court opens the door for a 
thorough investigation, not only of 
the City Trust failure but of any 
other questions about the Banking 
Department which may be indicated 
by the evidence. It can take up the 


many rumors of favored law firms | 


and favored architects, matters for- 
eign to the present investigation. 
This new ‘inquiry meets the demand 
for a wider investigation which has 
been requested by interested per- 
sons. The court has a twofold func- 
tion—it can hold the inquiry and 
proceed with criminal prosecutions 
on th: basis of evidence which indi- 
cates criminality. 


Mrs. Ferrari on Stand. 


While Governor Roosevelt was 
issuing the proclamation here for a 
special trial term of the Supreme 
Court to investigate the Banking De- 
partment Moreland Commissioner 
Robert Moses in New York City was 
pushing forward his inquiry in an 
effort to complete it this week. He 
sat until nearly 6 o’clock and heard 
Mrs. Angelina Ferrari, widow of the 
City Trust president, tell of her hus- 
band’s complaints about the de 
mands for money from former Bank 
Superintendent Frank H. Warder 
and IcXdward Glynn, nephew of for- 
mer Governor Smith, who was Fer- 
rari’s attorney. He put into the rec- 
ord the testimony of the late Mrs. 
Anna I. Warder and Miss Virginia 
Warder given at the private hear- 
ings in which they refused to answer 
questions about gifts from Ferrari. 


Calls Trial Term of Court. 


The proclamation follows: 
State of New York, 
Executive Chamber, Albany. 
It appearing to my satisfaction 
that the public interest requires it, 
Therefore, in accordance with 
the statutes in such ease made and 
provided, I do hereby appoint an 
extraordinary, special and _ trial 
term of the Supreme Court to be 
held at the county court house in 
the county of New York, on the 
22d day of July, 1929, at 10 o’clock 
in the forenoon of that day, and 
to continue so long as may be 
necessary for the purpose of in- 
quiring into any and all unlawful 
“acts in connection with or arising 
out of the management and affairs

Crab Travels Thirty Years 
From Indian Ocean to Egypt

PARIS, June 25.—Man’s passion 
for exploration appears to be 
shared by shellfish. ‘Since the 
opening of the Suez Canal many 
species of crabs, lobsters and 
shrimps which were natives of 
the Red Sea and the Indian Ocean 
emigrated to the Mediterranean 
and now are found in abundance 
along the coast of Egypt. and 
Syria, according to a-paper just 
submitted to the French Academy 
of Sciences by one of its members, 
M. Gravel. 

It required thirty years, Profes- 
sor Gravel estimated, for a large 
crab belonging to Indo-Pacific 
waters to travel through the Red 
Sea and the Suez Canal to reach 
the Gulf of Alexandria. Lobsters 
formerly found in this Mediterra- 
nean region have entirely disap- 
peared and have been replaced re- 
cently by an extraordinarily large 
shrimp from the Indian Ocean 
measuring six inches in length. 


NCOME TAX BRINGS 
STATE $81,000,000 


New High Record in Receipts , 
Is Due to Stock Market Profits, 
Says the Bureau Chief. 














$20,000,000 ABOVE 1927 


Greater New York Will Receive 
More Than $27,000,000 as 
Its Share of Distribution.

ALBANY, June 25.—The State set 
a new high record of about $81,000,- 
000 in personal income taxes col- 
lected this year, Thomas M. Lynch, 
president of the Tax Commission, 
announced today. and Greater New 
York’s five counties will dvide as 
their share $27,362,989.71.

The total State collection is about 
$20,000,000 more than last year’s, so 
the counties throughout the State 
will get $10,000,000 more than they 
received for 1928; their 1929 division 
amounting to $40,500,000. 


“Due to Stock Trading.” 


The great increase in the total is 
due, Mr. Lynch'believes, to the prof- 
its made in stock trading. 

“The vast amounts of money made 
in the sale and exchange of stocks 
during the year,” he said, “is re- 
flected in these figures and perhaps 
gives some idea of the money that 
must have been made.’ 

“With about 110,000 fewer persons 
making income tax returns, and with 
the remaining 400,000 or more resi- 
dents of the State who did make re- 
turns paying lower income taxes be- 
cause of the reduction given by the 
Legislature, the total of the income 
taxes jumped up nearly $20,000,000.”’ 

Increases are noted in Erie, Onon- 
daga and Westchester Counties. 

The increase for Greater New York 
amounts to approximately $6,500,000 
and in Westchester County in ex- 
cess of $550,000. 

The’ report of Mr. Lynch indicates 
that the assessed valuation of real 
property in the State is $26,716,193,- 
116. which figures a rate of $1.51 
each $1,000 of assessed valuation cal- 
culated for the total in the income 
tax district. 

The year’s figures show an increase 
of $1,000,000,000 above last year. In

Meager leads furnished yesterday 
by three of four women questioned 
by the authorities in ‘the slaying 
Monday night.of Frank Marlow, 
prizefight manager and former cab- 
aret owner, causéd Police Commis- 
sioner Whalen to send detectives to 
Boston and Philadelphia and also to 
detail fifty detectives in Manhattan 
and-Queens to hunt for the slayers. 
-1(Qne lead was furnished by Mrs. 
Minnie Curto, wife of the slain man, 
who was believed to have been shot 
in Flushing, Queens, a few seconds 
before he was hurled-out of an auto- 
mobile beside a cemetery. She said 
that her husband two weeks before 
had made a hurried trip to Boston, 
the purpose of which. she did not 
know. She had not seen him again 
until yesterday forenoon when, she 
identified the body: She said his 
real name was Almedo Curto. 

The second came from Betty Far- 
ley, 19 years old, formerly of Phila- 
delphia, and her roommate, Mrs. 
Myrtle Burke,.19, of Scranton, Pa., 
both of whom told of meeting a man 
last Monday afternoon .known to 
them, they said, only as ‘‘Jimmy,”’ 
in the Hotel Victoria, Seventh Ave- 
nue and Fifty-first Street, where 
Marlow had a room up to the time 
he was shot. 


Tells of Business Deals. 


Miss Farley, who lives with Mrs. 
Burke at 345 West Fifty-fifth Street, 
told the commissioner and Deputy 
Chief Inspector Mulrooney, head of 
the Detective Division, that ‘‘Jim- 
my” is a native of Scranton and 
formerly had ‘‘business relations’’ 
with Marlow in that city and Phila- 
delphia. Mrs. Burke said that while 
she knew “Jimmy’’ from Scranton, 
Marlow was a stranger to her. 

The young women were questioned 
for almost two hours in Police Head-

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DWELLING LAW VOID, 
STATE COURT RULES 


Justice Lydon Finds New Act 
Specific City Legislation, and 
Not a General Law. 








SEES HOME RULE VIOLATION 





Measure Affects Property and 
Government Here; He Holds 
in Enjoining Deegan. 





The multiple dwelling law was 
declared unconstitutional yesterday 
by Supreme Court Justice Lydon on 
the ground that it was special-city 
legislation and not a general: law, 
and was not passed on an emergency 
message from the Governor and by 
a two-thirds vote of the Senate and 
the Assembly. The case will be, ap- 
pealed at once. . } 

Justice Lydon heard an injunction 
suit by Ernest N. Adler, a property 
owner, against Tenement House Com- 
missioner Deegan, to restrain him 
from enforcing the act, in which Ad- 
ler’s counsel contended that the act 
was a violation of the home rule 
law. 

Corporation Counsel Hilly, who had 
opposed the signature of the bill by 
Governor Roosevelt, was listed as 
appearing for the Tenement House 
Commissioner in opposition to the 
Adler suit, but in reality Mr. Hiily 
argued against the law and filed a 
brief in support of his contention 
that it was special legislation be- 
cause it affected only New York City 
and was not legally passed. 

Attorney General Ward was the 
chief opponent of the application for 
an injunction, and was represented 
by Harold Riegelman as special as- 
sistant, and others, while John W. 
Davis appeared in opposition in be- 
half of several welfare organizations 
including the Charity Organization 
Society, the New York and Brooklyn 
chapters of the American Institute 
of Architects, and the Citizens Union, 
and also for the Real Estate Board 
of New York and the Apartment 
Hotel Owners Association. Jacob B. 
Aronoff appeared for the plaintiff. 


Home Rule Violation Seen. 


The opinion refers to the fact that 
on May 11 the Tenemem House Com- 
missioner directed the plaintiff to 
provide lights in the public halls of 
his apartment house, at 400-402 East 
Ninety-third Street, between sunset 
and sunrise, under the provisions of 
the new law, for which reason Adler 
sued.

LONDON, June 25.—The apogee of 
British-American ‘friendly relations 
perhaps was reached this evening 
when the Prince of Wales, as chair- 
man at a dinner of the British Em- 
pire Service League, pulled out a 


pipe, filled it from the pouch of Gen- 


eral Dawes, who was sitting beside 
him as the league’s guest of-honor, 
and joined the Ambassador in a pipe 
smoke at the public dinner. 

Tne Prince’s pipe was a _ short- 
stemmed, squat-bowled briar, about 
the same size in proportion to the 
General’s as a 6,000-ton cruiser would 
be to a 10,000-tonner, but there was 
‘absolute parity’ and equality as to 
the stem and the velocity and thick- 
ness of the smoke screens behind 
which, the two men resumed an old 
acquaintance and told stories to each 
other ‘before the time came for them 
to make their formal speeches. 


’ Others Produce Secret Pipes. 


It is amazing how many pipes are 
surreptitiously concealed in the tail 
pockets of Englishmen’s dress coats 
for quiet, comfortable smokes on the 
way home from functions in the 
seclusion of taxicabs, buses and pri- 
vate motors. There was no secrecy 
about it tonight. As soon as the 
Prince produced that briar, as a deli- 
cate compliment to the Ambassador, 
pipes appeared in all parts of the 
hall. 

It is true the Prince reverted to a 
cigarette before the dinner was over, 
just as the Ambassador, after drink- 
ing the King’s health in water, re- 
verted to a glass of port for lesser 
toasts, but the bond was sealed, and 
never before had the North Ameri- 
can Indian’s pipe of peace reached 
such an apotheosis as at this dinner 
tonight in London. 

General Dawes publicly acknowl- 
edged the courtesy by saying the 
Prince had greatly added to his com- 
fort by. smoking a.pipe with him. 
The Ambassador did not return the 
compliment by smoking a cigarette 
with the Prince, but stuck to ‘‘Old 
Undersiung’’ throughout the dinner.

YOUNG URGES PARTICIPATION 
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Expenses of Special Session 
Of Congress So Far $345,815 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 25.—The 
special session of Congress which 
met on April 15 and recessed for 
the Summer on June 19 has had 
a legislative cost of $345,815 up to 
date, according to figures com- 
piled by the House Appropriations 
Committee. 

The appropriations authorized 
by Congress in a little more than 
two months totaled $213,000,000, 
of which $151,500,000 was made 
available for the purpose of the 
Federal Farm Board. 

The $213,000,000 total does not 
include the sum of $40,000,000, 
the amount which it is estimated 
will be required to defray the cost 
of the 1930 census. 

The second largest. appropria- 
tion made during the special ses- 
sion was $39,000,000, which will be 
paid to the railroads as additional 
-compensation for carrying the 
mails.

Interference Aim Is Denied ‘in 
Supplying Printed Data on 
Alcohol and Prohibition.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—A cam- 
paign of education is about to ‘be 
started by the prohibition authorities 
with a view to obtaining. closer ,co- 
operation from the public in the en- 
forcement of Federal and State dry 
laws. .The plans include the supply- 
ing to school authorities, upon re- 
quest, of pamphlets showing the ef- 
fects of alcoho! on the human sys- 
tem, together with discussions of the 
economie phase of. prohibition. 

This was made known today by Dr. 
James M. Doran, Commissioner of 
Prohibition, .who announced plans to 
expend the $50,000 made available by 
Congress for dissemination of facts 
with respect to the Eighteenth 
Amendment. 

The announcement followed a con- 
ference at the Treasury, in which 
Dr. Doran and O. D. Jackson, Dep- 
uty Commissioner, discussed the sub- 
ject with Under-Secretary Mills and 
Assistant Secretary Lowman. 

The conference was hastily called 
to take cognizance of reports that 
the Prohibition Bureau contemplated 
establishing a system of propaganda 
in the schools, that it had drafted 
a course of instruction contrasting 
conditions in the days of the saloon 


with those of today, and that the 
proposed study on’ prohibition would 
be laid- before several hundred school 
teachers and principals at the annual 
convention of the National Education 
— in Atlanta, Ga., this 
week. 


School Propaganda Aim Denied. 


After the conference, Dr. Doran 
stated that a ‘“‘wrong impression” 
had been created as to what the 
bureau intended to do with the $50,- 


000 appropriation, and continued: 
“The Treasury Department is not 
expecting to carry on a system of 
propaganda in the public schools in 
connection with the prohibition cam- 
paign of education authorized by

New Army Planes to Be ‘Flying Wings’ ; 
Details Hidden of 180-Mile-an-Hour Craft 





Special to The New York Times., 


WASHINGTON, June 25.—Two 
new twin-engined army observation 
planes, for which contracts were 
recently awarded to the Fokker 
Aircraft Corporation, are to be little 
more than ‘flying wings.’ Details 
of the plans are guarded secrets, 
but they will probably reveal 
radical departures from conven- 
tiona] airplane design. 

In flight the new planes will 
appear as a single wing flashing 
through the air at a speed ex- 
pected to exceed 180 miles an hour, 
despite their complement. of three 
flyers and their armament load. 

The fuselage, in which the pilots 
will ride and in which the arma- 
ment will be mounted, will be built 
almost ‘flush with the. single thick 


wing, svhile the twin 600-horse power 
Curtiss Conqueror engines will be

mounted on the wing, their nacelles 
stream-lined into the wing surfaces.

Because of 
the absence of any material fuselage 
outside. of the: wing ‘there’ will be 
no need for struts. 

The planes are highly | experi- 
mental and follow the theory of 
Anthony, Fokker and other airplane 
designers that the ultimate planes 
will be “flying wings.’’ The only 
departure from the theoretical fly- 
ing-wing design will. be the use of 
tail surfaces to provide control. —

The question arose also as te

rangement. But the. opinion ap- 
peared to prevail: that in order to 
avoid complications it would be de- 
sirable to find some means of accepte 
ing payments through the interna- 
tional bank without seeking Cone 
gressiona] authority.

Long Talk With Stimson. 


This prior agreement as to the pro- 
portionate allocation of reparation 
payments by Germany to the Allies 
and the United States was signed in 
Paris, with Frank B. Kellogg, then 
American Ambassador to Great 
Britain, signing for this government. 

Messrs. Young: and Morgan came 
here today with their alternates in 
the recent four months’ session of the 
Commission of Reparations Experts 
at Paris—Thomas Nelson Perkins of 
Boston and Thomas W. Lamont of 
New York, a member of the banking 
firm of J.P. Morgan & Co. They 
had a long conversation at the State 
Department with Secretary of State 
Stimson, and took luncheon at the 
White House with President Hoover, 

The luncheon was coincident witha 
further discussion of the reparation 
situation and after the luncheon the 
four bankers took a‘train for New 
York... ' 

Paris Background Explained. 

In addition to President Hoover and 
Messrs. Young, Morgan, Perkins and 
Lamont, the White House luncheon 
conference was attended by Secre- 
tary Stimson, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Mellon, Under-Secretary of State 
Cotton, Under Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Mills and Assistant Secretary of 
State Castle. At both the White 
House and the State Department 
there was a frank exchange of views, 
but for the most rt the conversa- 
tions were intended to give Pres- 
ident Hoover and the other officials 
concérned an intimate picture of the 
reparations comference in Paris,

Plan Seen Alfding All. 


Questions asked by some of the 
American officials as to the justifi- 
cation for the opinion that Germany 
would be unable to meet the heavy 
reparations payments which she will 
be called upon to pay under the 
Paris arrangement, brought expres- 
sions of confidence from Messrs. 
Young and Morgan that there would 
be no great difficulty on Germany’s 
part in raising the amounts which | 
she will be pledged to remit to the | 
victorious allies over a period of| 
fifty-eight years. Mr. Young, ex- 
pressing the view of himself and his 
associates, was extremely optimistic 
over the situation of Germany. 

It was conceded, however, that 
while Germany would Be able to 
meet her reparations payments, a 
difficulty existed in transferring 
from Germany into. other countries 
the large amounts involved. With 
heavy amounts leaving Germany and 
no compensatory amounts flowing 
into that country, considerable fi- 
nancial -difficulties might be pre- 
sented, but the American repara- 
tions experts were confident that all 
Europe would prosper as a result 
of the settlement and that would be 
of great benefit to American export 
trade.as European countries would 
be better able to buy products of 
the United States. 


Pact With Reich Discussed. 


As one expressed it in the confer- 
ences today, the benefits the Amer- 
ican farmer would obtain through 
the reparations agreement would far 
exceed the benefits he is to derive 
from the new farm relief bill en- | 
acted by Congress this month. | 

Part of the time taken up in the 
two conferences was devoted to an 
exchange of views between the re- 
parations experts and the adminis- 
tration officials as to the ability of | 


the European governments. con-| 
cerned to enter into a concerted ar- 
rangement with Germany for the 
payment of reparations and the dif- 
ficulties which restrained the United 
States from joining with the allies 
in the settlement effected in Paris 
and made a separate agreement with 
Germany necessary. 

It was apparent that the American 
officials felt that it would not be 
wise to tie up this government in a 
long contract which it might not be 
able to change if public opinion in 
the country indicated that a change 
was desirable. 

As to the feeling of the reparation 
experts that it was desirable that 
there should be American representa- 
tives in the management of the In- 
ternational Bank of Settlement, it 
‘was seen by the administration’s par- 
ticipants in the conferences that this 
government, was not in the same po- 
sition as the European governments 
in their ability to participate in the 
bank’s directorate. 


Hoover to Consult Congress. 


The central banks of the European 
countries, such as the Bank of Eng- 
jJand and the Bank of France, are 


part and parcel of their “pbb pence 
and while the Federal Reserve sys- 
tem is part of the machinery of the 
United States Government the idea 
was prevalent that the Reserve sys- 
tem was under restrictions which 
would not enable it to become offi- 
cially identified with ¢he* Interna- 
tional Bank ef Settlements. 

How American financial interest in 
the reparation agreement could be 
3d nada through the international 

ank was apparently not discussed 
with a view to arriving at any con- 
clusion; but the inference from what 
took place today is that private bank- 
in nterests in the United States 
will have a voice in the conduct of 
the international bank. 

Congress did. not ratify the. ar- 
rangement made in Paris through 
former Secretary Kellogg by which 
this government agreed to accept cer- 
tain percentages of German repara- 
tion paymen under the Dawes 
plan. There was much controversy 
at the time over the right of Presi- 
dent Coolidge to put the arrangement 
into effect through an executive or- 
der, the action taken by him. It de- 
veloped in the conferences today that 
President Hoover intends to ask Con- 
gress for authority to abrogate that 
arrangement as a preliminary to the 
conclusion of a separate reparation 
settlement with Germany to carry 
out the. terms of the settlement made 
by the committee of reparation ex- 
perts under the chairmanship of 
Owen D. Young. 


Army Costs Reduced. 


This authority will be preliminary 
to the negotiation of the separate 
agreement, which also will be sub- 


mitted to Congress for ratification. 
It will involve a reduction in the 
amount due the United States by 
Germany for the cost of the Ameri- 
ean occupation of the Rhineland 
under the armistice articles of Nov. 
11, 1918, and the subsequent separate 
Eesce treaty between the United 
tates and Germany. 

The reduction in the occupation 
costs has been estimated at about 
$20,000,000, but this will not reduce 
the amount due to the United States 
from Germany to an extent that will 
necessitate reducing the amounts of 
the awards to the United States by 
the American-German Mixed Claims 
Commission for damages suffered 
by American nationals during the 
World War. 

There will be sufficient money 
coming to the United States from 
the recent reparation agreement 
fully to satisfy all awards made by 

“the Mixed Claims Commission. 

In this connection the inference 
was obtained from what was learned 
of today’s conference that the admin- 
istration feels that it will not have 
to obtain Congressional authority to 
receive payments of German repa- 
rations through the International 
Bank of Settlements. 


Silent on Allied Debts. 


Another matter that will be in- 
volved in the separate reparation 
arrangement with Germany will be 
the extension of time for Germany’s 


payment of the costs of American 
occupation of the Rhinelands. Under 
the terms of the agreement arrangea 
by the oC committee in Paris 
this time is extended from thirty to 
poe a years, It is necessary for 
the United States to agree to the ex- 
tension in order not to disarrange 
the general settlement under the 
Young plan. 

In their consideration of the matter 
of bringing about these arrange- 
ments through Congressional author- 
ity, the administration officials in- 
volved felt that they had received 
valuable help, imp the information 

iven them today by Messrs. Young, 

organ, Perkins and Lamont. 

It is understood that in the con- 
ferences at the White House and at 
the State Department there was no 
discussion of the allied debts to the 
United States. 

An annex to the report of the ex- 
perts’ committee provided that in

To Ignore Plan Annex. 


The annex agreement was signed 
by the allied powers and Germany. 
It has been construed as suggesting 
that this government should ‘‘for- 
give’’ the allied debtors part of the 
amounts that they borrowed, Presi- 
dent Hoover and his advisers have 


. taken the position that the matter of 


the war debts of the Allies to the 
United States was not concerned in 
the reparations settlement and they 
will ignore the annex in the recom- 
mendations to Congress for carrying 
out the terms of those portions of 
the Young plan which affect this 
government. 

Messrs. Young, Morgan, Perkins 
and Lamont declined. to make any 
statement concerning their confer- 
ences at the State Department and 
the White House. After the White 
House luncheon they hurried away 
to catch the $ o’clock train for New 
York. No information was furnished 
to newsnvapers at the White House 
or the State Department, but Secre- 
tary Stimson answered questions of 
newspaper men concerning his con- 
versation with the experts prior to 
the White House luncheon. 

Secretary Stimson said Messrs.

Never- 
theless, as American citizens, they 
came to tell the Secretary of State 
about their work and to discuss the 
whole situation involved as they 
saw it. 

To a question as to whether the 
annex to the report of the experts’ 
committee had been discussed, Sec- 
retary Stimson said that it had not 
been discussed and the experts did 
not refer to any details. 

To a question as to what conclu- 
sions he had reached as a result of 
his discussion with Messrs. Young, 
Morgan, Perkins and Lamont, Sec- 
retary Stimson said that inasmuch 
as he had just received the informa- 
tion they had imparted, it was too 
soon to expect him to have reached 
ahy conclusions. The visitors, Mr. 
Stimson explained, did not come to 
tell the Secretary of State what he 
should do and he did not tell them 
what they should do, but he did ask 
for information and obtained a great 
deal of it from their viewpoint, much 
of it bearing on matters outside the 
scope of the reparations report. 

They made observations on the 
whole situation, he said. In other 
words, added Mr. Stimson, they 
tried to tell him of the viewpoint 
and observations of four Americans 
who had been engaged in a very im- 
portant task.

Nerves already on edge had been fur- 
ther sharpened by Dr. Stresemann’s 
speech yesterday, which had re- 
ceived more importance in the press 
than at the Quai d’Orsay. 


Tardieu Sets Off Commotion. 
Andre Tardieu, Minister of the In- 





| terior, who was responsible for the| 


| maintenance of order on Sunday, de- 


manded that the interpellations be 
adjourned indefinitely. At once there 
was a commotion. The situation was 
paradoxical. The manifestants were 
political associates of the Right, 
which supports the present govern- 
ment, but it was the ft which sud- 
denly appeared as defenders of po- 
litical manifestations of all charac- 
ters.

He read a letter from former 
Chancellorof the Exchequer Churchill 
saying that France’s engagement 
with England was to pay amounts 
equal to those she paid the United 
States, and he added there was no 
reason to believe the present Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer would take a 
different view from his predecessor. 
Most of today’s session was taken 
up with a minute historic account of 
all negotiations with England and it 
is now believed that the debate in 
the chamber will have to be post- 
poned again until next week, as the 
Premier will not finish his explan- 
ations for some days. 


See Young Plan Delays. 


Study of the suggestions of the 
Young committee’s report is leading 
to the conclusion that it will take 


considerable time and work to put 
the plan in shape to succeed the 
Dawes plan. It is now believed that 
the first meeting of the governments 
will be held about the middle of next 
month and that it will adjourn and 
leave the working out of details and 
the substitution of the new plan for 
the old to technical experts, who 
will, it is thought, take at least two 
months. 

In Paris there is some criticism 
of the international bank on the 
ground that it is too free from politi- 
cal control, but otherwise study of 
the scheme has led to the belief that 
it can be set up and put in opera- 
tion well before the end of the 
year. It is thought the governments 
will not be able to ratify it before 
October. 

The question of where the first 
government meeting is to be held is 
still causing discussion. It has been 
confirmed that the Labor government 
in England has suggested London, 
but M. Briand would prefer that it 
be held on neutral ground, either 
Holland or Switzerland, his prefer- 
ence being for the latter. 





Berlin Willing to Confer. 


BERLIN, June 25 (®).—The Ger- 
man Foreign Office declared today 
authoritatively that the government 


would offer no objections to a con- 
ference of the powers interested in 
|the reparation settlement by the 

Young plan. The Foreign Office 
would have -no objections to London 
as a meeting place. 

Formal acceptance of the proposal, 
however, must be made by the Cabi- 
net, which will also name the Ger- 
man delegation and consider a suit- 
able date. 


REBELLIOUS DEPUTIES WIN. 


Mexico Reverses Itself on Governor- 
ship of Queretaro, 


MEXICO CiTY, June 25 (®).—The 
Federal Government, reversing its 
own former stand, has changed the 


administration of the State of Quere- 
taro, recognizing Colonel Vazquez del 
Mercado as Governor in the place of 
former Governor Araujo. 

Senmores del Mercado and Araujo 
were rival candidates in a recent elec- 
tion, the government deciding a dis- 
pute growing out of the polls by 
recognizing Sefior Araujo. When the 
State Congress of fifteen members 
met eight of the members withdrew 
in protest and organized an inde- 
ppm nt congress of their own in a 

owntown hotel, electing Sefior del 
Mercado as Governor. 

Governor Araujo caused the hotel 
to be surrounded by Federal troops 
and arrested three of the Deputies, 
the remainder escaping. With Fed- 
eral recognition of Senor del Mer- 
cado the insurgent Congress has been 
installed in the State capital,

HADLEY FIELD, N. J., June 25.— 
Flying at ninety miles an hour today 
with a thick fog blanket blotting out

‘asked for the London office of the 


news association. The request, re- 


layed through the laboratories of the 
Bell Telephone Company, passed on 
to the ocean radio telephone station 
at Belfast. Me., and then carried 
again on the air across 3,000 miles 
of ocean to London. 

The connection was made quickly 
and Chaplin asked that Miss Martha 
Dalrymple of the London office be 
called to the phone. The conversa- 
tion, once greetings were over, 
Chaplin said later, had to do mostly 
with the weather. It was broken 
somewhat by static, but the two 
persons talking, one in a fog-bound 
plane a half-mile in the air and the 
other in a fog-bound London office, 
understood each other and ex- 
changed greetings. : 

After a few minutes’ conversation 
the connection was switched in Lon- 
don to the Reuters Agency and 
Chaplin turned over the microphone 
in the plane to the representative 
here of Reuters. After a few more 
minutes a third correspondent took 
the microphone and again the con- 
nections in London were successfully 
switched to another office. 

The demonstration was an exten- 
sion of recent tests by the Western 
Electric Company and the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
in which reporters talked from the 
air to their offices in New York and 
New Jersey. As an experiment, en- 
gineers considered it a success. 

The equipment in the plane in- 
included a compact short-wave trans- 
mitter and receiver. After the im- 
pulses are picked up by the ground 
station the transmission is similar 
to the ordinary transatlantic tele- 
phone practice. 


LOW HOLDS AIRPLANES 
SAFER THAN TAXICABS 


Roosevelt Field Head Tells of Five 
Pilots Who Have Flown 1,500,- 
000 Miles Withoat Mishap. 





In an airplane guided by a skillful, 
well trained and experienced pilot a 
passenger is as safe as if he were 
behind the engineer of a crack train, 
and probably far safer than when be- 
hind the average taxicab driver, Seth 
Low, president of Roosevelt Field, 
Inc., said in an address broadcast 
over station WABC last night. 

‘“‘There are still a few people,’’ he 
said, ‘‘who look on flying as a haz- 
ardous occupation for sportsmen or 
daredevils, but that class is growing 
smaller daily. The growth of air 
mail, air express and air passenger 
services every day is playing no smail 
part in eliminating that feeling, but 
the attitude of those who have actual- 
ly flown and who are planning to 
keep on flying is doing perhaps still 
more.”’ 

Nearly 2,000 persons were taken 
up at Roosevelt Field in the first 
two weeks of the present month, he 
continued, and approximately 95 per 
cent of them were making their first 
flights. 

*"Now that those persons have felt 
the thrill of flying,’’ said Mr. Low, 
“they will tell of it to others who 
have not flown. In a few years, per- 
haps, the person who has never 
been up in a plane will be almost as 
much a novelty as one who has never 
ridden on a train.” 

Mr. Low said there were five pilots 
at Roosevelt Field who had flown 
among them about 1,500,000 miles 
without accident of any kind. Mr. 
Low’s talk was part of a program 
anered by Flying Stories Mag- 
azine.

Plans to Take Off Tomorrow at 
Dawn on 36-Hour Flight to 
Coast and Back.

ROOSEVELT FIELD, L. I., June 
25.—Captain Frank Hawks, holder of 
the record for the fastest flight from 
the Pacific Coast to this airport, 
landed his Lockheed air press mono- 
plane here at 6 o’clock this evening 
on a flight from St. Louis, where he 
took off at. 9:15 A. M. Central Stan- 
dard Time. The elapsed time for the 
flight was six hours and forty-five 
minutes. His arrival today following 
the stopover at St. Louis on his 
flight from Los Angeles . yesterday, 
is prenaratory to a return flight 
from here to Los Angeles, which he 
expects to start early Thursday morn- 
ing. 


He discovered a leak in one of his 
wing tanks on today’s flight and, 
with additional time needed to check 
the motor and install a small radio 
receiving set, he said that it would 
be impossible to start tomorrow 
morning at daybreak. ; 

If weather conditions are favorable 
tomorrow night, he will prepare to 
take off at 4 A. M. on Thursday. 

Upon landing at Los Angeles, he 
plans to refuel as soon as possible 
and start on the return flight to 
New York. 

Captain Hawks was smiling and 
cheerful this evening as he stepped 
from the open cockpit in the rear of 
the fuselage of his bright red plane 
and was greeted by his wife. 

“The weather was very bad over 
Pennsylvania today,’”’ he said, ‘‘and 
I would like to see it improve a grea‘ 
deal for my return flight over the 
great circle route. Weather will have 
a great deal to do with the success 
of this round-trip flight, which I ex- 
sre to make in less than thirty-six 

ours.’’ 

Mrs. Hawks replied that ‘‘this was 
too fast,’’? to which the pilot replied. 
“I will try it in thirty-seven hours 
then.”’ 

Captain Hawks will carry 615 gal- 
lons in the ten connected tanks in 
the front half of the fuselage of the 
plane. This is 140 gallons more than 
he carried on his record breaking 
flight of 18 hours and 22 minutes 
earlier in the year. Flying alone, it 
will be necessary for him to pump 
gasoline into the forward and wing 
tanks for fifteen minutes of each 
hour of the flight, he said.

British Inquiry Reports Fractare 


of Bolts Caused Disaster 
to Air Liner. 


Wireless to THE New Yorx TIMES. 

LONDON, June 25.—The fracture 
of two small connecting rod bolts in 
the starboard engine as a result of 
“‘metal fatigue’? was declared at the 
public inquiry today to have been 
the cause of the disaster in which 
the British air liner City of Ottawa 
crashed into the English Channel on 
June 17 with the loss of seven lives. 

One of the technical assessors sit- 
ting with Sir Arthur Colfax, who 
was conducting the inquiry, re- 
marked that the question of ‘‘metal 
fatigue’’ was very little understood 
and that the reason why perfectly 
good bolts shculd be broken in the 
starboard engine was as great a 
mystery to the manufacturers of the 
engine as to everybody else. 

The rules for the safety of air pas- 
sengers, which, if better understood, 
might have considerably reduced the 
loss of life, were explained by the 
attorney for Imperial Airways, Ltd., 
the owners of the machine. 

He said: 

“‘As soon as the mechanic saw that 
a forced descent into the Channel 
was inevitable he entered the cabin 
and explained to the passengers how 
to fit the life belts. He told them 
not to inflate them. It would be 
madness to inflate life belts in a 
cabin because it would be almost im- 
possible for the most active man to 
get out if wearing an inflated one. Life 
belts are inflated in a very simple 
way by turning a tap connected with 
a compressed air bottle, or, if this 
fails, by breathing into them. After 
fitting the pilot’s life belt the me- 
chanic returned to the. cabin and 
found Mrs. Ickerson, who was after- 
ward drowned, wearing hers re- 
versed. He readjusted it. One man 
had inflated his life belt and he was 
afterward drowned.”’ 

At the inquest on the four victims 
last week it was suggested that the 
mechanic gave wrong instruction 
when he ordered the passengers not 
to inflate their life belts in the cabin 
and that he gave insufficient warn- 
ing of the impending descent. 


HOYT TO BEGIN AIR DASH 
OF 5,300 MILES JULY 2 


Will Attempt 
National Roand Trip in 36 
Hours of Flying.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Captain 
Ross G. Hoyt, army flier, will at- 
tempt a round-trip flight from 
Mitchel Field, L. I., to San Fran- 
cisco and return to Mitchel Field, a 
distance of 5,300 miles, next Tuesday 
and Wednesday, in flying time of 
about thirty-six hours, the War De- 
partment announced today. 

The flight, in a new Curtiss pursuit 
plane equipped with additional tanks 
to give it a gasoline capacity of 350 
gallons, will be the first cross-coun- 
try test for the new Curtiss V-1570 
Conqueror engine, with a rating of 
600 horsepower. The round-trip dash 
was authorized by the Army Air 
Corps to test the performance of the 
motor in army pursuit planes and to 
demonstrate the mobility of army 
aircraft over great distances. 

Captain Hoyt is expected to make 
the round trip at an average speed 
of 150 miles an hour, if wind and 
weather conditions are.normal. He 
hopes to be able, by flying at dif- 
ferent air levels, to find favoring 
winds on both the outgoing and re- 
turn flights. His schedule calls for 
two stops on both flights—at Daven- 
port, Iowa, and Cheyenne, Wyo.— 
each of the stops to be limited to 
twenty minutes. At San Francisco 
he will rest for five hours before 
starting on the return flight to New 
York. 


ITALY. HONORS MALMGREN. 


Posthumously and 
Gives His Mother Pension. 


ROME, June 25 (@).—The Italian 
Government has conferred a gold 
medal for civic valor posthumously 
on Dr. Finn Malmgren, Swedish 
scientist: with the Nobile expedition, 
and has bestowed a pension of 2,000 
kronen (about $520) annually on his 
mother.

NEW REPORT OF WRECKAGE 





“Arrival” From 
Warship Was a Message Garbled 
in Reception. 





MADRID, June 25 (#%).—Ships and 
airplanes of four nations united to- 
day in the search for Major Ramon 
Franco, the Spanish ace who with 
three companions left Cartagena on 
Friday for the Azores on the first leg 
of a round-trip flight to New York. 
Spain, Italy, England and Portugal 
mobilized searching parties to comb 
the area between the Portuguese 


coast and the Azores by sea and air | 


for the missing fliers. 

The Spanish Government main- 
tained its hopes that they would be 
found safely somewhere, either on 
land in some remote spot or aboard 
a small vessel unprovided with wire- 
less. 

The belief was growing in Spain 
amid general pessimism that Major 
Franco might have attempted a non- 
stop flight from Spain to New York 
and been forced down somewhere be- 
yond the Azores. This’ was only 
speculation, but a few of the friends 
of the aviators clung to the hope that 
the airplane had come down in some 
distant part of the Azores. 

A second unconfirmed report 
reached Madrid today that the wreck- 
age of a hydro-airplane which might 
be that of the missing fliers had 
been sighted. It was given by’ the 
Trans-Radio Company, which stated 
that its Finisterre station had picked 
up a report frem the Portuguese 
fishing boat Juan Marinruro that 
an unnamed British freighter about 
100 miles from the Azores saw the 
wreckage of a hydro-airplane. No- 
body was aboard. 

The Madrid military wireless sta- 
tion continued fruitlessly to investi- 
gate a similar wireless message it 
picked up yesterday of wreckage 
about 100 miles northeast of the 
Azores. The Spanish liner Marques 
de Comillas altered its course to pro- 
ceed to the spot. 


Report of “Arrival’’ Garbled. 


LISBON, June 25 ().—A regret- 
table garbling of radio messages ap- 
peared today to be the cause of the 
false hope held by the Spanish Gov- 
ernment for the safe arrival of 
Major Franco at the Azores Satur- 
day morning and the delay of thirty- 
six hours in organizing a search. 
The official announcement of the 
government was based on a message 
from the Portuguese warship Vasco 
da Gama. 

Lieutenant Jorge Maia y Pereira, 
chief radio officer of the warship, 
showed to The Associated Press to- 
day the complete log of radio mes- 
Sages received and sent by the war- 
ship. Early Saturday morning, when 
the vessel was about 100 miles 
northeast of Porto Santo, the Azores, 
on its way here, a press message 
was received from Rugby, England, 
stating that the Spanish plane had 
left Cartagena and should arrive in 
the Azores the same morning. 

Later on Saturday the Lisbon radio 
station sent messages to Horta and 
other Azores ports asking news of 
the aviators. There was no answer 
from the Azores, and so the Vasco 
da Gama replied with the message 
it had received from Rugby. The 
Lieutenant attributed the confusion 
that later arose to misinterpretation 
of his message by the receivers. 

It was announced that the warship 
had received a message from Major 
Franco, saying he arrived at 8 A. M. 
Saturday (3 A. M., New York Day- 
light Saving Time). 


Another Mix-up Likely. 


It appeared last night as though 
still another hope of the Spanish 
Government might be due to a simi- 
lar mae | in radio messages, The 
Associated Press says. Late turday 
night the master of the British 
steamship Greldon reported by radio 
that early that morning he had heard 
the engines of an airplane appar- 
ently bound westward at a point 
about 150 miles southeast of San 
Miguel, the Azores. 

On Monday the reports came from 
Spanish and Portuguese sources that 
a British freighter ‘‘Grelden’’ had 
sighted wreckage believed to be 
from an_ airplane. Although not 
confirmed, the report persisted and 
even took the form that the mas- 
ter of the ship had actually seen an 
airplane in flight near the Azores at 
about the hour the Spaniards might 
have been expected. 

The similarity of names of the ves- 
sels and positions made it seem pos- 
sible that later these reports resulted 
from relaying the original message, 


De Pinedo Optimistic. 
ROME, June 25 (*.—The Italian 
Ministry of Marine wirelessed the 
commander of the first Italian naval 
squadron, which is at Lisbon, today 
to dispatch a cruiser and destroyer 
to search for the lost aviators. The 


Ministry of Air authorized Com- 
mander Longo. to - make scouting 
flights from Lisbon toward the 
Azores for the same purpose. 

Commander Francesco de Pinedo, 
who crossed. the South Atlantic in 
1927 and was himself tossed in a 
seaplane for nearly a day on the 
waters west of the Azores on the re- 
turn trip,‘was optimistic tonight on 
the chances of finding the fliers 
safely floating somewhere east of the 
Azores. He believed Major Franco 
had brought his craft down on the 
surface of the ocean after engine 
trouble and was now awaiting rescue 
by ship. 

‘‘The weather reports say the sea 
was calm and there was almost a 
full moon,”’ he said. ‘'Undoubtedly 
Major Francu had to alight during 
the night, but I believe with a calm 
sea and good visibility he was able 
to, come down safely.’’

LONDON, June 25.—Scotland Yard’s 
most noted detective is about to re- 
tire after forty-two years of tracking 
internationally known criminals. He 
is Chief Constable Frederick Wens- 
ley, head of the Criminal Investiga- 
tion Department. 

The retirement has no connection 
with the recent police shake-up but 
is based on his having reached the 
age limit: of 64 years, although offers 
were made to extend this five years 
more in his case. It is unlikely that ; 
a successor will be appointed, as Lhe 
office was created more as a means 
of recognition of his remarkable ser- 
vices than. as a permanent police 
post. , 

Mr. Wensley jained the force in 
1887 just as London became terror- 
ized by ‘‘Jack the Ripper.’’ Through 
ill-lighted streets on a beat that cov- 
ercd an unusually large area, Mr. 
Wensley trudged for two years be- 
fore he was promoted to be a detec- 
tive. His fearlessness was respected 
evcn by the criminals themselves, 
for he was always among them, 
aione, unarmed—London bobbies do 
not carry firearms—and courteous. 

As an example of Mr. Wensley’s 
easy manner of handling underworld 


characters, he prefaced the arrest of 
Stinie Morrison, a notorious mur- 


derci, whom he trapped in a restav- | 


rant with the casual words, ‘‘I want 
to see you when you have finished 
your meal.’’ 

Another time he carried shelter 
amid a fusillade to one of his sub- 
alterns who had fallen in a street 
battle for which the Scots Guards 
and a battery of artillery finally had 
to be called out. He received the 
King’s medal for this gallantry. 

From then until the present Mr. 
Wensley has handled every big case 


at Scotland Yard. He has been de-, 


scribed as an international Sherlock 
Holmes as he sits back in his arm- 
chair overlooking the Thames River, 


calmly puffing a pipe and drawing, 


his shrewd deductions. It is said 
that he has caught more criminals:

|of the Commons. This was in line 
with demands which the Liberal 
leader proposes to make upon the 
present Parliament for changes in 
the electoral system, thereby cre- 
ating an issue upon which he hopes 
to get an opportunity to trade with 
one of the major parties and put 
into effect his theoretical balance of 
power. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, sitting be- 
side Mr. Baldwin, was the only man 








in the front opposition bench to keep 
on his high hat throughout the ses- 
sion. He not only kept it on but 
had it pulled well forward over his 
eyes as if not to see the victors oppo- 
site, and his whole attitude expressed 
the bored demeanor of a man who 
thinks two years is 2 long time to 
wait for a return to power.

The question of serving intoxicat- 
ing beverages in American missions 
in foreign countries has long been 
debated and many letters of inquiry 
have been received at the State De- 
partment from dry law advocates on 
the subject. 

Charles Evans Hughes, when Sec- 
retary of State, stated in a letter to 
a United States Senator that he con- 
sidered the privilege of servin 
liquors in American missions abroa 
to be one within the rights of the 
diplomats. Mr. Hughes argued that 
the Volstead act did not prohibit the 
use of intoxicating liquors legally 
acquired. 

The State Department in respond- 
ing to private letters since that time 
has followed a similar trend. 

No information on the matter has 
been received by the department 
So far as 
known here officially, this is the 
first instance in which an American 
diplomat abroad has decided not to 
serve intoxicating beverages in his 
mission. It is emphasized, however, 
that some diplomats may have fore- 
gone their privilege without having 
made any public announcement.

Premier Cables Dominions He. 
Will Resume Relations—Aid 
From Opposition Likely. 








ASKS WORLD COURT ACCORD 





MacDonald Wants Agreement in 
Empire on Accepting Optional 
Clause—Canada Is Willing. 





LONDON, June 25 UP).—One of the 
first acts of the Labor Government 
has been to cable the announcement 
to all the dominion governments of 
the British Empire that Great Brit- 
ain intends to resume diplomatic 
relations with Soviet Russia in the 
near future. 

Political observers believe the 
move will receive sufficient support 
from Conservative and _ Liberal 
members of Parliament to assure ap- 
proval of the resumption of diplo- 
matic relations with the Soviet. 

It has long been known that the 
Labor party was in favor of renew- 
ing diplomatic and trade relations 
with Russia, which were broken off 
by the raid on Arcos House, the 
London headquarters of the Russian 
Commercial Mission, made by the 
late Conservative Government in 
May, 1927. 

Although his Majesty’s Govern- 
ment is not technically dependant 
on approval of its Russian policy by 
the dominions, the cooperation of 
other parts of the British Empire is 
ardently desired in London. 


Opposition Aid Likely. 


Well-informed persons think that 
resumption of relations with Russia 
wiil be proposed in the King’s speech 
from the throne on July 2, which 
will announce the program of the 
government. 

It is thought that the government 
may count on support from both the 
opposition parties, as the leaders of 
the Liberal party severely criticized 
the Baldwin government for its 
break with Russia and as among 
many young members of the Con- 
servative party there is a strong sen- 
timent for reaching normal terms 
with Russia. 

The government also has communi- 
cated with all the Dominions in an 
effort to gain agreement on signing 
the optional clause of the orld 
Court statutes, under which questions 
of international law would be sub- 
mitted to the Permanent Court of 
International Justice at The Hague. 

The World Court matter requires 
agreement of all the Dominions and 
it is expected this can be secured 
without much trouble. Australia 
hitherto was believed to be the only 
Dominion reluctant to sign the op- 
tional clause, but it is understood 
this reluctance has now been re- 
moved to a great extent. In any 
event, Premier MacDonald is hope- 
ful of being able to show complete 
empire agreement on the World 
Court when he visits the League of 
Nations Assembly at Geneva in Sep- 
tember. 





Canada Supports Clause. 

OTTAWA, Ont., June 25 (4).—In- 
timations contained in dispatches 
from London that the British Gov- 
ernment was negotiating with the Do- 
minions in regard to signing the op- 
tional clause in the statute of the 
Permanent Court of International 
Justice, recalled the fact that Can- 
eda several months ago announced 
her desire to adhere to this clause. 

Speaking in the House of Commons 
Curing the past session, Premier 
Mackenzie King said: 

‘‘We have advised the other parts 
cf the empire that in ‘eur opinion 
Canada should sign the optional! 
clause.”’ 


HOMEOPATHS HEAR BORDEN 


Canadian Ex-Premier Addresses 
Montreal Session on Kellogg Pact. 


MONTREAL, June 25.—It was not 
in the arena of force, nor in the 
balancing of forces, but in the do- 
main of the spirit that we must fix 
our faith and put our trust for the 
future peace of the world, was the 
message which Sir Robert Borden, 
former Prime Minister of Canada, 
gave tonight in speaking at the con- 
vention here of the American Insti- 
ture of Homeopathy. 

Sir Robert’s address was. on the 
subject of. the anti-war treaty and 
followed the passage of a resolution, 
in which it was declared that ‘‘the 
homeopathic physicians of the United 
States and Canada take this oppor- 
tunity to F igecosies 4 endorse the Kel- 
logg-Briand peace pact. In so do- 
ing they formally dedicate their joint 
community influence as an addi- 
tional agency to be used in the pro- 
phylaxis of war, thus conforming in 
the sphere of international relations 
to the same principal that has ani- 
mated the traditional use of their 
professional skill in combating all 
agencies destructive of human life.’’ 

The resolution was read by Profes- 
sor B. C. Borden of New York, whom 
Sir Robert Borden described as ‘‘a 
kinsman with whom I came over 
from England some thirty years 
ago.’’ Dr. A. W. Beltin of Trenton, 
N. J., presided at the session. 


SUBMITS AMNESTY BILL. 


French Cabinet Asks It for Autono- 
mists in Alsace and Lorraine. 


Special Cable to THE New YorK Tres. 

PARIS, June 25.—The French Gov- 
ernment again indicated today its 
desire to pacify all elements of the 
population in the recovered prov- 
inces of Alsace and Lorraine by sub- 
mitting a bill to Parliament provid- 
ing complete amnesty to all those 
involved in autonomist movements 
prior to last Saturday. 

The action, taken by the Cabinet 
this morning on a proposal by Pre- 
mier Poincaré, is regarded as the di- 
rect result of the acquittal at Be- 
sancon of Deputy Roos on a charge 
by pone implicated in’ a secession 
plot. 

An explanatory note accompanying 
the bill says that the Cabinet still 
earnestly desires to see all misun- 
derstandings disappear despite the 
failure of previous attempts to be- 
come reconciled with the autono- 
mists. The bill itself has only one

LAWYER BLAMES LOADING 





Another, Representing Seamen, Says 
Call for Help Was Too Slow 
—Review Starts Today.

LONDON, June 25.—After sitting 
for two months, the Board of Trade 
commission inquiring into the loss, of 
the Vestris with 112 lives last Au- 
tumn, concluded its taking of evi- 
dence today with the testimony of 
Edward Wilding, a naval architect. 

Overloading e vessel to the ex- 
tent of 6 inches, said Mr. Wilding, 
was an immaterial factor except that 
it might have accelerated the actual 
sinking by an hour. He believed a 
broken pipe or pipes was the least 
probable cause of leakage of water 
into the liner. 

‘‘Would you support a case for 
damages dependent on a fractured 
pipe?’”’ he was asked. 

“TI would go as far as that’’ replied 
the witness. 

He stated it was more probable that 
several pipes had been fractured. 

“Do you make a distinction be- 
tween water entering the ship at the 
leaky door and through the pipes?”’ 
was the next question. 

““Yes,’’ he answered, ‘‘but of the 
water leaking through the doors only 
a little remained, most of it being 
discharged by. the scupper below.’’ 

“Which do you regard as_ the 
greater danger, a sanitary discharge 
pipe designed as it was in this case 
and inaccessibly placed, or the over- 
loading of the ship?”’ 

“There is no doubt in my mind 
that the overloading and the wind 
pressure were comparatively modest 
in their effects,’’ Mr. Wilding de- 
clared. 

The legal representative of the un- 
derwriters, Mr. Stephens, objected to 
the remarks on the fractured pipe. 

“If water was coming in at the 
rate of two tons a minute, it is im- 
possible to think that the officers 
would not have discovered’ the 
source,’’ Mr. Stephens argued. 
contended that the chief cause of 
leakage was that the hatches were 
left open in such a way as to render 
their closing impossible and that a 
mass of coal stowed across alleyways 
blocked them. He blamed the steve- 
dores for what he called bad loading, 
remarking that the ship’s officers 
had no say as to how the cargo or 
coal were put in. 

Mr. Stephens suggested that if the 
hatches had been properly closed the 
ship would have survived, notwith-

standing the overloading and general 
instability. 

Questioned about a possible delay, 
in the wireless call for help, Mr.' 
Stephens said it was difficult to an-; 
swer, because the ship was continu- | 
ally moving, but that if the call had: 
been sent earlier the rescue ships 
would have sought the liner instead 
of small boats and that would have 
saved time. 

P. Scanlon, on behalf of the Na- 
tional Union of Seamen, said that 
the dispatch of the call for help was 
delayed overlong. ; 

‘“‘The owners’ instructions to their 
captains on the subject of calls for 
assistance were not definite instruc- 
tions,’”’ he said. ‘‘They held out an 
inducement to the captain to depend 
on his own efforts to save the ship.”’

VENEZUELAN REBEL TAKEN. 


General Gabaldon’s Capture Said to 
End Revolt in Southwest. | 


CARACAS, Venezuela, June 25 (4). 
—The Rebel General José Rafael 
Gabaldon and his staff were cap- 
tured by a government force on Sun- 
day at La Sabanita, State of Za- 
mora, ending the revolutionary move- 
ment in the southwest, according to 
an announcement made here. The 

cvernment force was. commanded 

y Generals Juan Fernandez and 
Perfecto Crespo. 

General Gabaldon took to the moun- 
tains in the States of Lara, Trujillo 
and Falcon about six months ago, 
after protesting by letter to General 
Gomez, at that time President of 
Venezuela, against the imprisonment 
of students for political reasons. 
Since then little has been heard of 
his activities. He was reported to 
be at the head of 500 men, who were 
constantly harassing villages in iso- 
lated parts of Venezuela. 


DEWEY ON WAY T0 MOSCOW 


Warsaw Assumes His Visit Is of a 
Political Character. 


WARSAW, June 25 (®).—Charles 
Dewey, American financial adviser 
to Poland, has gone to Moscow, ac- 
companied by his son. He expects 


to tour through Ukrainia as far as 
Odessa, paying special attention to 
economic conditions, and to return 
by way of Leningrad. 

His present visit, announced in the 
Warsaw press only after his depar- 
ture, was assumed to be political in 
character inasmuch as he will spend 
several weeks in Russia. Mr. Dewey 
described a visit to Moscow last 
Winter as a tourist visit. 

It was reported here that Mr. 
Dewey’s present visit was related to 
a possibility of recognition of Rus- 
sia by England and the United 
States. 


REYNOLDS HELD FOR TRIAL.

BURNHAM, Buckinghamshire, 
England, June 25 ().—Leslie Joshua 
Reynolds, 23, described as an Amer- 
ican living on Grove End Road, Lon- 
don, entered a plea of not guilty to- 
day on a charge of manslaughter in 
connection with the death of Alfred 
raham, who died from injuries in 
an automobile accident on Bath 
Road. 

Reynolds was held on bail of £500 
for trial at the.

D’ANNUNZIO IMPROVING 
AFTER HIS OPERATION 


Under Local Anaesthetic Only, 
Poet Joked With Doctors— 
Senate Cheers News.

GARDONE, Italy, June 25.—Greater 
optimism exists today concerning 
the condition of Gabriele D’Annun- 
zio, the noted Italian poet. He is re- 
ported to be recovering rapidly from 
the effects of an operation for ap- 
pendicitis. The fact that the sur- 
geon who performed the operation, 
Professor Donati, has returned to 
Turin, is taken as a clear indica- 
tion that the patient is recovering 
and that no immediate danger need 
be feared. 

D’Annunzio underwent the opera- 
tion with extraordinary  stoicism. 
Despite his 66 years, he insisted that 
the surgeon should use only a local 
anaesthetic, saying he is not afraid 
of the knife. He merely asked that 
a silk handkerchief -be placed over 
his face, and kept up a running fire 
of repartee and small talk through- 
out the fifty-five minutes the opera- 
tion lasted. 

As soon as the surgeons finished 
he started joking with them and ap- 
peared to be in the best of spirits. 


It was not until he was at home 
later that the inevitable reaction 
developed. 

Today, although obviously _ still 
suffering from the effects of the 
operation, he is much better, and it 
is hoped that the exceptional ro- 
bustness of his constitution may 
soon place him completely out of 
danger. 

ROME, June 25 (®).—Members of 
the grave Italian Senate stood up 
and cheered today when it was an- 
nounced that Gabriele D’Annunzio 
was recovering from his operation. 

President Federzoni, in making 
the announcement, said he had 
asked for news on behalf of the 
Senate, expressing its wishes for the 
poet’s prompt recovery. 

“That is the sentiment not only 
of the Senate, but of the entire na- 
tion,’? he declared amid bursts of 
applause.

DISHONESTY CHARGE MADE 





Watson Levels Allegation in 
Seeking Dismissal of Writ 
Giving Mayor Freedom. 





COURT DEFERS DECISION 





Chancellor Fixes Bond at $1,000, 
Which Is Furnished by Counsel 
to Jersey City Executive. 





Frank Hague, Mayor of Jersey City 
and vice chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee, was saved from 
jail for contempt of the State Legis- 
lature by Vice Chancellor Fallon in 
Jersey City yesterday, but the pros- 
pect of trouble from a new quarter 
arose immediately before him. 

Soon after the court had released 
him from technical arrest in $1,000 
bail, pending decision on the right of 
the legislators to inquire into the 
public official’s personal finances, 
John Drewen, newly appointed Re- 
publican prosecutor, declared he was 
preparing evidence, based upon rev- 
elations before the McAllister Inves- 
tigating Committee for submission to 
the September grand jury in Hague’s 
own stronghold. 

Charge of Dishonesty Made. 

The prosecutor made his statement 
after Russell E. Watson, counsel to 
the McAllister Committee, arguing 
for a dismissal of a writ of habeas 


corpus, had leveled a direct charge | 


of dishonesty against Jersey City’s 


mayor in Chancery Court. Enough 
evidence was contained in the printed 
report of the legislative committee, 
Mr. Watson said, to warrant grand 
jury action by a district attorney. 

The writ was issued by Vice 
Chancellor Fallon at midnight Mon- 
day a few hours after the Senate 
and the General Assembly in concur- 
rent resolutions adopted at the State 
House in Trenton had _ declared 
Hague in contempt and ordered him 
held in jail until he agreed to 
answer their questions. It was made 
returnable yesterday afternoon at 2 
o’clock. Argument of counsel on 
whether it should be sustained or 
vacated occupied most of the after- 
noon. 

When the lawyers had finished, 
the Vice Chancellor reserved deci- 
sion. It was to him that Mayor 
Hague applied for relief several 
months ago when his refusal to an- 
swer questions first brought him into 
trouble with the legislators. Yester- 
day the jurist indicated that he con- 
sidered the present status of the con- 
tempt action little different from 
the one before when he had ruled 
that Hague was within his right in 
refusing to divulge his private af- 
fairs and was upheld by the Court 
of Errors and Appeals. 

“Now,’’ said the Vice Chancellor, 

breaking into the argument of Mr. 
Watson, ‘‘what is there in this case, 
differentiating the other case from 
this, upon which I should not regard 
the decision of the Court of Errors 
and Appeals as res adjudicata?’’ 
- “In the case before your Honor,” 
replied Mr. Watson, ‘‘your Honor as- 
‘sumed that certain questions were 
going to be asked. This case rests 
upon specific questions. I see a 
great distinction between the two 
cases.” 


Vice Chancellor Fallon looked 
doubtful and repented the question 
several times before the session 
ended. 


The hearing opened a little after 
2 o’clock with about twice as many 
spectators in the Chancery Chambers 





Essay Prize Goes to Girl Singer, Now Dead, 
Who Once Received 2 Dimes From Rockefeller

HASTINGS-ON-HUDSON, June 25. 
—Virginia Denike, whose spontane- 
ous singing so entertained John D. 
Rockefeller one night eight years ago 
when they were fellow passengers on 
the Tarrytown-Nyack ferry that he 
gave her two new dimes and who 


died at the age of 13 on May 8, was 
declared last night winner of the gold 
prize in an essay contest concerning 
the history of Hastings-on-Hudson. 

The prize was given to Mr. and 
Mrs. Ralph Emery Denike, parents 
of the child, who were present at 
the public school exercises here at 
which the award was made. The 
announcement brought to many of 
their neighbors in the audience recol- 
lection of the incident eight years 
ago when Virginia won the two 
dimes from Mr. Rockefeller. 

Mr. Rockefeller, they recalled, was 
crossing the river after a motor ride 
in Rockland County, and as the 
ferryboat left the slip fiddlers on the 
deck struck up the tune, ‘‘Mammy,” 
Five-year-old Virginia Denike was in 
an automobile with her parents on 
the way home from a Rockland 
County wedding and she sang the 


words of the 86ng. Mr. Rockéféller 
applauded. 

The fiddlers walkéd over to the 
Denike car and asked whether the 
young lady would sing again. She 
‘would, with pleasure, and her choice 
was ‘‘Mother 0’ Mine.” After that 
Mr. Rockefeller told her that she 
was ‘‘the prettiést little singer’ he 
had ever seen and gave her the two 
dimes. 

“Thank you very much,” Virginia 
said. ‘‘I’ll keep them always—until 
I get rich.”’ ut she spént one of 
them the next day, newspapérs re- 
ported, for ice cream cones. | 

The essay with which she won the 
prize was submitted early last Win- 
ter and is said to be an accurate 
history of Hastings. Virginia was 
descénded through her father from 
Jeremiah Lott, a Revolutionary War 
soldier who was for a time a bugler 
on Général Washington’s staff, and 
through her mother from the Brooks 
family of Rockland County, who 
were the first farmers in that coun- 
try to receive a grant of land from 
the King of England. 








Merritt Lane, and several friends 
nodded to Mr. Watson and Marine 
De Witt, the sergeant-at-arms of the 
Senate, who was waiting to take him 
to an should the court vacate the 
writ. 

Mr. Watson immediately  chal- 
lenged the jurisdiction of Vice Chan- 
cellor Fallon and asked that the 
argument on the writ be transferred 
to Trenton in Mercer County, where 
the action had its origin.

Mr. Lane’s contention that the case 
was properly before Vice Chancellor 
Fallon, since he had ruled in the 
earlier case and was familiar with 
the facts and circumstances in- 
volved. 

Mr. Watson moved to dismiss the 
writ and asked the court to direct 
that Mayor Hague be surrendered to 
the custody of the sergeant-at-arms 
of the Senate. Vice Chancellor Fal- 
lon said he would accept briefs and 
hear arguments. 

Mr. Lane immediately applied for 
admission of his client to bail. The 
vice chancellor fixed the amount at 
$1,000 and the bond was produced 
immediately by J. J. Brogan, Cor- 
poration Counsel of Jersey City and 
one of the lawyers defending Mayor 
Hague. Mr. Watson remarked that 
it was unethical for an attorney to 
provide bail for his client, but said 
that since there was no criminal 
charge he would not make formal ob- 
jection. 


Assails Legislature’s Questions. 


The arguments of counsel for Mr. 
Hague were similar to those he made 
at the joint session of the Legisla- 
ture when he told the lawmakers 
they were going beyond their au- 
thority in compelling the Mayor to 
tell how much personal wealth he 
had, in what banks he kept it and 
how he had obtained it. He declared 
the legislators could find no ‘‘com- 
fort’? in the sentencing of Harry F. 
Sinclair for contempt of the Senate 
because, he said, the cases were not 
parallel. 

The Legislature’s contention that it 
was seeking information to guide it 
in future legislation, Mr. Lane 
branded as a ‘‘subterfuge,’’ and a 
‘‘fraud,’”? whose ‘‘sole purpose is to 
‘get’ bine Ni in one way or another.”’ 
The maintenance of party lines in 
ballotting at the joint session, he de- 
clared, was the clearest possible 
proof of the political nature of the 
proceedings since no ‘‘such group of 
intelligent men could be so _ con- 
sistently agreed upon all questions 
unless they were taking orders from 
a political boss.”’ 

Mr. Watson, who appealed vainly 
to Chancellor Walker last Fall to re- 
move the litigation from Chancellor 
Falion’s P gba chr on the ground of 
bias and prejudice, said he would 
offer no argument beyond the brief 
and documentary evidence he had 
submitted at the opening of the ses- 
sion. The Chancellor did not choose 
to let the matter rest there. He was 
seeking ‘‘enlightenument,’’ he said, 
beginning a series of questions.

Incendiarism Suspected as a 
Bronx Apartment Nearing 
Completion Burns. 








DEBRIS IMPERILS FIREMEN 


Collapsing Walls Drive Men From 
Apparatus—Spectacular Blaze 
Is Visible for Miles. 





A ten-story apartment house un- 
der construction on Jerome Avenue, 
the Bronx, opposite 164th Street, was 
swept away by a spectacular fire 
shortly before midnight last night. 
Damage was estimated at $1,000,000. 
The blaze, visible for miles, drew 
throngs from the entire northern part 
of the city. 

District Attorney McGeehan of the 
Bronx began an immediate investi- 
gation and said early this morning 
that the fire seemed of suspicious 
origin. He said that an eyewitness 
had told him of seeing three separate 
fires in the building. Mr. McGeehan 
announced that he had summoned 
to his office this afternoon Simon 
and Louis Bregman, who were con- 
structing the building; a sub-contrac- 
tor and an unsuccessful bidder for 
the sub-contract; a representative of 
the Association of Master Plasterers, 
and the eyewitness, whose name he 
did not reveal. 

He said that he had been informed 
that there were two night watchmen 
employed on the premises, but he 
and the police had been unable to 
locate either of them. It was be- 
lieved improbable, however, that 
either of them had been trapped 
within the building. 

The fire was discovered by Deputy 
Chief Frederick Gooderson as he was 
returning from another alarm. Start- 
ing on the fourth floor of one of 
five connected units composing the 
building, the flames had already 
spread to the_ roof. Gooderson 
sounded five alarms for additional 
apparatus, but four of the five units 
were burned before the fire was un- 
der control. 

For a time the flames endangered 
Public School 69, on Anderson 
Avenue just north of the rear of 
the building. Aaron Burr’s_ shoot- 
ing lodge, which still stands at 982 
Anderson Avenue, had several win- 
dows broken by the heat and some 
water damage was done to the fur- 
nishings, including some _ pieces 
which dated back to the days of 
Burr’s ownership. 

Firemen of Engine 15 and 55 were 
forced to retreat from their appa- 
ratus to avoid falling debris from 
collapsing walls of the apartment 
house. Several telephone and elec- 
tric power lines alorg Jerome Ave- 
nue were knocked down by the fire- 
men. 

Reserves from six police stations 
were called to control the throngs 
which filled Macomb’s Dam Park, 
directly across from the 
structure, and other points of van- 
tage. Streets leading to the scene 
of the fire were choked by automo- 
biles, and the police had great diffi- 
culty in untangling traffic. 

_ The building was to have been one 
of the most pretentious in the Bronx. 
Its estimated cost was $1,590,000 and 
it was nearing completion. It had 
a frontage of 220 feet on Jerome 
Avenue and 100 feet on Anderson 
Avenue.

PASS DE PRIEST RESOLUTION 


Mississippi Senators Ask Hoover to 
Consider White Integrity. 


JACKSON, Miss., June 25 ().—Un- 
reserved disapproval of the enter- 
tainment at the White House of the 
wife of Oscar DePriest, negro Repre- 
sentative from Illinois, was  ex- 
pressed today by ‘the Mississippi 
State Senate in a unanimous reso- 
lution.

SINGER LOSES KAHN SUIT. 


Court Dismisses Miss Morini’s $250,- 
000 Libel Action Against Banker. 


The $250,000 libel suit brought 
against Otto H. Kahn by Rosalinda 
Morini, a singer, was dismissed by 
Supreme Court Justice Peters yester- 
day. The suit was based on a letter 
written by Mr. Kahn to e Musical 
Courier, denying a statement in the 
singer’s a'vertisement that Mr.

Commerce Chamber Urges Preserv-

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Propo- 
nents and opponents of high wool 
tariffs appeared in numbers today to 
argue the issue before a subcommit- 
tee of the Senate Finance Committee. 

Asserting that the increased rates 
on wool carried in the bill passed 
by the House were not high enough, 
representatives of wool growers as 
well as of the angora goat industry | 


pleaded for a basic rate of 36 cents a 
pound on the clean content of im- 

orted wools. The duty in existing 
aw is 31 cents a pound, which rate 
the House increased to 34 cents. 

The sheep men insisted that the 
higher rate proposed was necessary 
for the prosperity of the American 
wool industry. At the same time, 
the angora goat breeders argued that 
the basic duties urged should apply 
to all classes of wool. 

ong those who appeared for the | 
wool and angora industries was C. C. | 
Belcher of Del Rio, Texas, of the | 
Texas Sheep and Goat Raisers’ Asso- 
ciation. e said the 36-cent rate 
should apply to all wools. A duty} 
on camel hair was needed, he added, | 
to protect the mohair business of the | 
country, mohair being the finished | 
product of the angora goat industry. | 

Fish Speaks in Opposition. 

Representative Hamilton Fish of | 
New York opposed the proposed | 
duties on camel hair and alpaca on 
the ground they are not produced in 
the United States and do not com- 
pete with domestic wool. 

“IT am a vrotectionist,’? Mr. Fish 
said, ‘‘but I don’t believe in embar- 
goes and I think it a dangerous pol- 
icy to increase duties on commodi- | 
ties we do not produce at all in this 
country.’’ 

William Goldman of New York, 
representing the Clothing Manufac- 
turers’ Research Board, said he was 
opposed to rates on wool and woolen 
textiles any higher than those now 
existing. | 

‘‘Congress,’’ he said, ‘‘should de- | 
cline to give consideration to any 
transient situation in the wool mar- 
ket with regard to the request that 
the wool growers made. 

“There has been a substantial de- 
cline in the price of raw wool—from 
5 cents to 7 cents per grease pound— 
from the peak prices prevailing last 
year. And it is now stated that, 
because of the depressed condition 
of the wool markets at the moment, 
Congress was disposed to be more 
tolerant toward an increase than 
when the Hawley bill was first intro- 
duced. This was indicated by the 
fact that the House granted an in- 
crease of 3 cents a pound on wool.’”’ 

No greater ‘‘blow could be aimed 
at the woolen industry,’’ Mr. Gold- 
man stated, ‘‘than to disturb the ex- 
isting relationship so far as price is 
concerned between new wool, noils, 
waste, &c. It is hard enough for the 
‘woolen manufacturers to get a profit 
out of their business now, without | 
injecting a serious complication of | 
this kind into the situation.”’ 

Proposed increased rates on Ori-| 
ental rugs were opposed by William | 
R. Conklin of New York, while J. J. | 
Phoenix of the National Knitted Out- 
erwear Association argued for higher 
rates on gloves, hose and knitted | 
woolen fabrics.

“The American business commu- 
nity,’? Mr. Butterworth wrote, ‘‘ex- 
pressing its conviction through the 
orderly procedure of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States, has 
declared for maintaining a just pro- 
tective tariff for American industry. 

“In the same way American busi- 
ness has declared that it appre- 
ciates the benefits of international 
trade and that there should be no 
unnecessary trade barriers.

living standards. These standards 
must be protected. 

“In applying the principle of pro- 
tection, with the constant changes 
throughout the world in costs of raw 
materials, wages, transportation 
costs and other factors, the chamber 
has long supported the principle of 
flexible adjustments of tariff sched- 
ules to correct manifest inequalities 
and inadequacies. It again repeats 
its conviction that, within legislative 
limits fixed by Congtess, this flex- 
ibility should be maintained and 
improved in administration so that | 
it may exercise a quickly applied | 
corrective influence.

“Furthermore, iftAmerican exports 
encounter discriminations abroad,

Judge William Clark, United States 
district judge for the District of New 
Jersey, returned last night in the 
White Star liner Olympic from a 
week spent at the headquarters of 
the League of Nations at Geneva.

“If the League of Nations seizure 
reports are any indication, the United 
States shares with the Orient the 
unenviable distinction of being the 
largest market for the illicit traffic. 
I do not believe that the presence of 
young men at Geneva from the so- 
called diplomatic and consular ser- 
vice is either consistent with the 
gravity of the problem or of assis- 
tance in its answer. I should think 
rather that a member of our Fed- 
eral Narcotic Control Board or per- 
haps one of the judges of Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s recently appointed commission 
would contribute more to the work 
and would be in a better position to 
inform and marshal national Ameri- 
can public opinion.”’

‘ Beonomy Pledge and $3,000,000 Cut 
i’ In Budget to Be Their Issues 
FT. for Fall Campaign.

‘ TRENTON, N. J., June 25.—While 

Republicans were ignoring the sub- 

Ject at their annual State conven- 

tion, the rival convention of New 

Jersey Democrats here today made 
prohibition a leading issue for the 


1 campaign, in which they hope 
to regain some of the power lost 
fm the last election. 

Nine candidates for the State Sen- 
ate and sixty for the Assembly are 


, to run on the platform, adopted by 


the resolutions committee of the 
Democratic convention tonight, 
which calls prohibition productive of 
crime and lawlessness, and demands 
a@ referendum on the question of re- 
pealing the State enforcement act. 

**This nation has witnessed almost 
universal disobedience of the man- 
date of the Eighteenth Amendment 
and the Volstead act,’’ the tentative 
platform states. ‘‘The principle of 
prohibition as thus declared has had 
a fair trial. The experience of the 
past decade has demonstrated con- 
clusively the impossibility of enforce- 
ment. The era of prohibition has 
been one of crime, corruption and 
widespread lawlessness, unparalleled 
in the country’s history. In the fu- 
tile attempt at enforcement the sa- 
cred rights of law-abiding citizens 
have been ruthlessly trampled and on 
occasions, by no means isolated, law- 
abiding citizens have been murdered. 

*Tt is high time that a rational 
program be adopted. In this worthy 
endeavor we pledge the support of 
the Democratic party and, to the end 
that there be a public expression of 
opinion, we again advocate a refer- 
endum.”’ 


$3,000,000 Saving Promised. 
‘Although the resolutions commit- 
tee of the Republican convention is- 
gued no report on its work tonight, 
it is expected to follow the lead of

the speakers at the opening of the 
convention, who made no mention of 
prohibition, 

A pledge of economy and budget 
retrenchment, calculated to save 
New Jersey taxpayers $3,000,000 a 
year, will be the feature of the Re- 
publican platform, it is expected. 
Governor Morgan F. Larson, who 
acted as chairman of the convention, 
announced his own intention to 
change the budget trend from up- 
ward to downward. He demanded 
that the Appropriation Commission 
refrain from granting salary in- 
creases and that every applicant for 
a salary increase explain his case 
directly to the Legislature. 

The fact that this is a politica off- 
year, with no State officers to be 
elected, was held to be responsible 
for the lack of any outbursts of en- 
thusiasm at either convention. Only 
forty Democrats attended the annual 
meeting of the Stacy Trent Hotel 
and some seventy Republicans, out 
of 122 authorized delegates, were 
present at the convention in the 
Trenton Nepublican Club. 

After brief sessions each conven- 
tion recessed to allow the prepara- 
tion of party 3latforms. 


Simpson Denounces Dry Law. 


Senator Alexander Simpson, of Hud- 
son County, in the Democratic key- 
note speech, attacked the Repub- 
licans because of their lack of a 
clear-cut attitude on prohibition and 
demanded leadership in ridding the 
constitution of the ‘‘poison’’ of the 
Eighteenth Ainendment. 

“‘Prohibition,’’ he declared, ‘‘means 
murder of the housewife in the 
home, murder of the boy on the 
street, wholesale poisonings of hu- 
man beings, bribery, destruction of 

rivacy. government by hypocrisy, 
immorality in law. Destroy it!’’ 

Asserting that the Republican Par- 
ty was ‘‘neither hot nor cold, but 
lukewarm,”’ on the issue, he launched 
an attack which embraced references 
to Bishop James Cannon Jr. of Vir- 
ginia and the Methodist Church. 

‘‘While New Jersey is one of the 
original thirteen States, it is legally 
powerless against prohibition,” he 
added. ‘‘The freedom it helped to 
win with the other American Col- 
onies from the British Empire it has 
lost to the Board of Methodist Bish- 
The Republican Party prom- 
ised in a recent platform to hold a 
State-wide referendum on_ prohibi- 
tion, but the Republican Party has 
refused to hold this referendum. 

‘‘Prohibition, sponsored as a moral 
issue by Bishops who gamble in 
bucket shops, is unquestioned by the 
Republican Party in this State. The 
dumb debaters cry down opposition 
to prohibjtion as a matter of appe- 
tite, when really it is a matter of 
freedom. The attitude of the Re- 
a Party in this State to pro- 

ibition is ‘make believe we don’t 
see it; anything to win.’”’ 

Senator Simpson criticized the Re- 
publicans for not conserving the 


State water resources by summarily 
impounding them, attacked the oust- 
ing of the old civil service commis- 
sion by Governor Larson and charged 
that politics had invaded the courts. 


Charges Extravagance. 


He replied to Republican claims of 
economy with the accusation that 
$4,500,000 of the current budget con- 
stituted a ‘‘useless and extravagant 
appropriation’ and that present tax- 
ation was destroying industry. 

Harry Heher, Democratic State 
chairman, opened the convention, 
and Senator Simpson was elected 
chairman. 

The platform, composed by the 
resolutions committee later, in addi- 
tion to attacking prohibition, charged 
that the Legislature indulged in 
horse play, that the administration 
deferred to Republican organization 
favorites and that public funds had 
been squandered. 

It pledged the maintenance of State 
rights, a decrease in the cost of gov- 
ernment, scientific taxation, a re- 
turn from the June to the September 
primary, opposition to injunctions in 
labor disputes, compulsory automo- 
bile insurance, the establishment of 
a State university, regulation of 
night work for women through the 
Department of Labor, ‘‘re-establish- 
ment’’ of the principle of civil ser- 
vice and the appointment of a com- 
mission to study old age pensions. 

Indirectly referring to the situation 
of Mayor Hague of Jersey City, 
Democratic leader of Hudson Coun- 
ty, who was held in contempt of the 
Legislature, it denounced legislative 
inquiries under the ‘‘taint of parti- 
san basis.’’ 


Larson Tells of Progress. 


At the Republican Convention Gov- 
ernor Larson, reviewing his admin- 
istration’s accomplishments, told of 
suits enjoining New York State from 
dumping garbage off the Jersey 
shore and from diverting water from 
the Delaware River. He also spoke 
of an advance in deepening the Dela- 
ware River as far as Trenton. 

‘‘We must now reduce expenses of 
the State and municipalities,’’ he 
said. ‘‘It is my hope next year to 
submit a budget that will be $2,000,- 
000 ‘or $3,000,000 less than the last 
budget.”’ 

Urging that the party platform be 
brief, he said ‘‘let us promise little 
but perform what we promise.”’ 

Supporting the Governor’s position 
on economy, Senator Emerson L. 
Richards of Atlantic offered a plank, 
which was referred to the resolutions 
committee, promising a $3,000,000 re- 
duction in taxes and a pledge to 
allow no salary increases in the gen- 
eral appropriation bill. Former Sen- 
ator Joseph S. Frelinghuysen urged 
that the budget reduction be as much 
as $5,000,000. 

Former Governor Edward Stokes 
demanded that New York City be 
deprived of any share in the Dela-

the prohibition law, but would urge 
respect for all iaws.

Doran to See Canfield Today. 


Dr. Doran will have a conference 
tomorrow with Palmer Canfield, who 
is in charge of the regional dry 
headquarters at Albany. Complaints 
that breweries have been active of 
late in and around Albany have been 
investigated by special agents, but 
the results, beyond the closing of two 
breweries in Troy, have not been dis- 
closed. 

It is known, however, that Dr. 
Doran has been much concerned 
over enforcement conditions in the 
Albany district. 

The Department of Justice today 
made public a partial report of the 
results of a trial at Denver in which 
certain officials of the city of Lead- 
ville, Col., were indicted as parties 
to a conspiracy to violate the pro- 
hibition law. Six defendants were 
convicted, five were sentenced to 
confinement for two years and two 
days each, and one defendant for a 
year and a day. In addition to the 
prison terms each defendant was 
fined $1,000.

REFUSE 10 TESTIFY 
AT GORDON INQUEST 


Border Patrolmen Use Right on 
Ground That They Might 
Incriminate Themselves. 








TREASURY AGENT IN TILT 





F. D. Henry Tells Prosecutor Cus- 
toms Men Can Use Guns—Hearing 
Halted Until Next Tuesday. 





PLATTSBURG, N. Y., June 25 
(®).—Using their legal right to refuse 
to answer questions on the ground 
that they might incriminate them- 
selves, two customs border patrol- 
wen today brought to a temposary 
halt a coroner’s inquest in the fatal 
shooting of Arthur Gordon of Platts- 
burg, alleged liquor smuggler. The 
inquest was adjourned until next 
Tuesday. 

The two patrolmen, W. J. Cheat- 
hanrand F. L. Coveney, were advised 
at the opening of today’s session of 
the hearing by Coroner Edwin W. 
Sartwell and B. Loyal O’Connell dis- 
trict attorney of Clinton County, that 
they would be within their rights in 
refusing te answer questions. They 
accepted the advice, making only two 
exceptions, in which they testified 
that on June 15, immediately after 
the shooting, they went to Ogdens- 
burg and conferred with their su- 
perior officer, John C. Tulloch, col- 
lector of customs, and on the fol- 
lowing day consulted with the United 
States District Attorney in Syracuse. 

Gordon was shot near Mooers and 
his body brought to a local hospital 
by two border patrolmen. In a state- 
ment issued to the press, Collector 
Tulloch said the patrolmen were 
Cheatham and Coveney and that 
Gordon had been shot accidentally 
after he had failed to halt at their 
command. 

F. D. Henry, a special agent of the 
Treasury Department, testified that 


he had gone to Mooers to investigate 
the shooting, but had not conferred 

th customs officers on the day fol- 
1 the shooting. He said he 
talked to some men who were dis- 
cussing the affair and asserted that 
they were liquor smugglers. 

He told of obtaining statements 
from persons living on the North 
Star Road, ‘where the shooting oc- 
curred, but said he found no one 
who had actually witnessed the 
shooting. 

Mr. Henry’s testimony was inter- 
rupted by frequent sharp exchanges 
between the witness and District At- 
torney O’Connell. On one occasion 
Mr. Henry remarked: . 

“‘All my investigations are fair.’’ 

“No, they’re not,’? Mr. O’Connell 
retorted. “Even Collector Tulloch 
doesn’t agree with you.”’ 

“I don’t care what Mr. Tulloch 
says about it, or you either,’ Mr. 
Henry replied. 

Asked if he knew of a rule against 
the use of rifles by customs offi- 
cers, Mr. Henry replied: 

“No. There isn’t any such rule 
and never was; they can use ma- 
chine ns if they want to.’’ 

Mr. Henry was subpoenaed to re- 
turn for further tesimony next Tues- 
day, and was asked to bring with 
him the notes he had made on his 
investigation, without which he could 
not answer certain questions which 
he was asked. 


WHALEN DISPUTES ELLIS. 


Doubts 30,000 Criminals Here, and 
Says There Is No Basis for Figures. 


Police Commissioner Whalen, re- 
plying yesterday to the statement 
made the night before in Washington 
by Wade H. Ellis of the American 
Bar Association Crime Commission 
that there were 30,000 criminals in 
New York City, asserted that it was 
a mistake to ‘“‘throw figures around 
when there is no basis for facts.’’ 

“I don’t believe there are 30,000 
criminals walking the streets of New 
York,’? Mr. Whalen said. ‘‘It de- 
pends a et on what Mr. Ellis 
means. I’d like to know where they 
are. Last year we made 500,000 ar- 
rests, and a good many of them 
were of criminals. We have no way 
of knowing whether they are roam- 
ing the streets.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., June | 
25.—Confidence that Saratoga Springs | 
would be. developed in the next few! 
years into the leading mineral water | 
resort and cure in the United States | 
‘was expressed here today by Gov-| 
ernor Roosevelt in opening the an- | 
nual conference of health officers 
and public health nurses. | 

The Governor spoke of health con- 
ditions as they existed fifty years | 
ago when he was a boy in Dutchess ' 
County, and went on to relate the 
improvements of today. 

“In the first place, we have ap-,| 
plied common sense,’’ he said. ‘‘The 
State has taken over the care of 
mental defectives, and in spite of the | 
inadequacy of its equipment to han-| 
dle the large numbers, it is carrying 
out a great work on the whole. We 
have.gradually built up a new doc- 
trine, that almost might be called 
Socialistic, the doctrine that the 
State has a right, not just a duty— ' 
should see to it that tne health of 
its citizens is brought to a higher 
level.’’ 

Discussing the development of the 
Saratoga Reservation, the Governor 
said: 

“The difference between the use of 
mineral waters here and on the other 
side, both internally and externaliy, 
is that we Americans have treated 
the subject as a part of our vacation. 
I am sorry to say that this is the 
same spirit in which the development : 
of Saratoga has taken place. Wo 
have not approached in this country 
the serious use of mineral waters for 
health in a manner to be compared 
with their uses in Europe.’’ 

Speaking of the commission ap- 
pointed to study the development of 
the reservation, of which Bernard 
Baruch is chairman, the Governor 
said: 

“T am confident that it will lay 
down a definite report, first, that 
Saratoga can be developed, and sec- 
ond, that it will outline a plan of 
procedure of such a nature that ina 
few years this particular spot will 
point the way to all the United 
States.”’

Show Mayor Notices of Rent Rises

The proposed emergency rent law, 
which has passed both branches of 
the Municipal Assembly, was the 
subject yesterday afternoon of a 
statutory hearing before Mayor 
Walker preparatory to his action 
upon the measure. The Mayor’s re- 
ception room was filled with oppo- 
nents of the bill, including repre- 
sentatives of many realty organiza- 
tions, and aggrieved tenants who 
urged the need for such a law to 
protect them against the exactions 
of rapacious landlords. 

After listening to an. hour of argu- 
ment, the Mayor declared that he 
had intended to determine the issue 
immediately after the hearing, but 
that, since briefs had been filed in 
opposition, he would defer action 
until tomorrow. There is little doubt 
that he intends to sign the bill. In 
its present amended form it applies 
only to apartments for which on May 
31 last rentals did not exceed $15 a 
month for each room.

“I found in a talk with Commis- 
sioner Whalen, however, that the 
Commissioner was far ahead of me 
on that theory, and that my theory 
would not stand up. .

The pennant-pointed aspirations of 
the Giants suffered another setback 
vesterday. Those Giant-quelling 
Robins from Flatbush, unabashed by 
a 10-3 score against them as late as 
the end of the sixth, put on their 
oveghauling act at the Polo Grounds 
and gained a 12-10ten-inning victory. 

There is no trace of failure in the 
Robins’ make-up when they meet 
the Giants. Yesterday made five 
straight for the Brooklyn side of the 
National League’s interborough feud, 
and their ninth in fourteen meetings, 
Most of the afternoon the Giants 
looked like sure winners, thanks 
largely to four singles by Fred Leach 
his first four times up and Mel Ott’s 
twenty-first home run of the current 
campaign. 

Mel’s liner into the lower right- 
field stands in the second inning not 
only put him ahead of Lou Gehrig 
in the major league home run derby 
but it made two runs for his team. 
The five Giant blows in the second 
inning gave them a 6 to 3 lead. Five 
more singles, bunched with two 
Brooklyn errors in the sixth, bulged 
the home team’s basket with four 
more tallies. 


Robins Bunch Singles. 


Larry Benton, in fact, had visions 
of an easy victory. when the seventh 
dawned. But the restless Robins 
chose that inning to start giving the 
battle tide a general overhauling. 
They bunched three singles with a 
wild pitch for two runs. 

In the ninth they tied the score 
with a five-run rally. They still had 
two robust blows to string behind 
an infield mistake in the tenth and 
cement their conquest. . : 

The ninth-inning Brooklyn barrage 
was the game's excitement crest. 
Terry’s fumble of Frederick’s smash 
started them off. Three rousing sin- 
gles by Pinch-hitter Babe Herman, 
Hendrick and Bissonette ruffled the 
outfield grass before the first out, 
Hendrick’s scoring Frederick. 

Then Benton baffled Bressler into 
rolling an infield grounder. Ban- 
croft’s fly made two out and al- 
though a run scored on each of these 
plays, the Robins still needed two to 
tie and they had only one man on 
base to be knocked home. 

There was only one satisfactory 
solution to the situation, from a 
Brooklyn point of view. Val Picinich 
had the answer:‘in his bat. He 
slapped. the ball into the left-field 
stands and the seven-run, seventh- 
inning lead of the Giants was gone, 
all gone. 


Rhiel Is Retired. 


Benton stayed on the hill after the 
Picinich homer. He retired Rhiel 
for the last out in the ninth. But 
in the Giants’ half a chance bobbed 
up for a Polo Grounds victory. John 
Dewey Morrison, Brooklyn’s sterling 
relief worker, took charge of the 
Flatbush defense. His first act was 
to walk Hogan, whereupon the call 
for pinch heroes ran up and down 
the Giant trench. 

Kaufmann took Hogan’s place on 
the bases, Eddie Farrell went to bat 
for Benton. Eddie fanned trying to 
sacrifice: Pat Crawford went up in- 
stead of Fullis. Pat drew a base on 
balls, putting the winning run on 
second. 

Then Bill Rhiel saved the day for 
Flatbush by a running one-hand 
scoop-up, of Leach’s shot toward 
right, throwing out Leach at first 
base. Lindstrom’s skyscraper was 
captured by Frederick for the third 
out. with the winning run on third 

ase. 


Frederick Safe at First. 


With Frank Henry pitching in the 
tenth, Frederick reached first on his 
grounder to Terry. Henry caught 
Terry’s toss, but Frederick beat the 
pitcher to the bag.

FINAL HARD DRILL 


Chased Indoors by Rain German 
Works Six Rounds Under 
Severe Conditions. 





SEEKS TO PERFECT LEFT 





Uses It Continually for Hooks and 
Jabs Against Mates—Change 
Plans for Handlers.

LAKEWOOD, N. J., June 25.— 
Chased to a stuffy barn loft on the 
farm of Bill Dwyer by a torrential 
rain, Max Schmeling today went 
through the final hard workout for 
the fifteen-round battle in which he 
is to face Paulino at the Yankee 
Stadium on Thursday night. And, 
remarkable under the circumstances, 
Schmeling looked good. considering 
the conditions under which he drilled 
the equivalent of practically six 
rounds. 

Conspicuous in a workout which 
many thought more harmful than 
beneficial was the exhibition of sus- 
tained pace presented by the German 
lad. Men and women to the number 
of some 200 stood about the closely 
packed barn loft in a melting heat. 


Max Enjoys Long Drill. 


The onlookers suffered in. the siz- 
zling heat, but Schmeling went along 
as if working in a brisk breeze out- 
doors, and declared after the. drill 
that at no stage of the proceedings 
did he feel any ill effects nor did he 
feel loggy. The lad is in fighting 
condition beyond peradventure. Any- 
body who could move as swiftly and 
continuously as did Schmeling today 
under the handicap he faced must 
revel in work and must be in fine 
shape. 

Schmeling’s drill was held before a 
notable gathering which made up in 
distinction what it lacked numerical- 
ly.

But he can be hit with a right be- 
cause he draws his left down too far 
when he leads with it. He is not 
proof against a left, and Paulino hits 
pretty well with a left. 

As Touchstone pointed out, Schmel- 
ing today was comparatively easy to 
hit, but the German lad was doing 
some hitting himself. He sparred an 
abbreviated four rounds, stepping a 
round with Herman Heller. two with 
Marty Gallagher and slightly less 
than one with Leon Lucas.

The round with Lucas was halted 
when one of Schmeling’s overhand 
rights opened a gash on the inside 
of Lucas’s lower lip which sent the 
Philadelphia novice seeking the at- 
tention of a physician immediately 
after the workout. At least three 
stitches will be required to repair 
the damage done by Schmeling. 

Schmeling practiced left jabs and 
hooks and a body fire against Heller. 
Schmeling pounded the body with 
left hooks and drilled a drumfire of 
blows on Gallagher’s ribs when at 
close quarters. . 

Manager Joe Jacobs, returning this 
morning from New York, announced 
a change in plans for the handlers of 
Schmeling when he is in the ring 
against Paulino.

McCARTHY 2 SHOTS BEHIND 





Competition Goes on in Four-Hour 
Storm Over Links at Deal—Match 
Play Is on Today.

DEAL, N. J., June 25.—A persis- 
tent Princeton golf team retained its 
intercollegiate title today after being 
forced to settle a tie with Yale 
in an extra nine-hole play-off over 
the links of the Hollywood Golf 
Club. After each had returned a total 
of 643, the four Princeton men fi- 
nally trudged in after 8 o’clock to- 
night in the semi-darkness, ending 


one of the most unusual days of any 
college golf championship. 

Princeton, winner for the last two 
years, finally triumphed by nine 
strokes with a score of 164 to 173, 
and it was the first time on record 
since the tourney started in 1897 that 
a team had to go the extra-hole 
route to win. 

Although Yale received a large 
share of the day’s glory, one which 
included several heroic contests over 
a rain-swept course, by passing the 
strong Georgetown team, which fin- 
ished third with 647 to close a gap 
of ten strokes and tie Princeton, 
the individual honors also went to 
Princeton. 


Dunlap Maintains His Pace. 


George T. Dunlap Jr., who yester- 
day sent the Nassau colors to the 


front of one of the best fields that 
has ever competed for a college golf 
title with a 72, clinched the qualify- 
ing medal with a thirty-six-hole total 
of 150. His 78 was matched 
Maurice J. McCarthy Jr. of George- 
.town, the defendiag champion, but 
McCarthy gained no ground, since 
he was two strokes back of Dunlap 
yesterday in the first round. 

Following the leaders were Wil- 
liam R. ona of Princeton, who 
added an 81 to his 75 of yesterday, 
which placed him in a tie for third 
with Ted Wilson of Ohio State, who 
scored a 79 to bring his total to 156. 
Pond, a senior, however, was not a 
member of his college team, so his 
score did not count toward the team 
total. 

Charles Sheldon of Lehigh, semi- 
finalist in the recent metropolitan 
amateur championship; Lester Bol- 
stad of Minnesota and Tommy Ay- 
cock of Yale were all bracketed at 
157. 

Yale's four-man team consisted of 
Aycock, Fred Bannerot, who had 
162; Walter Swoope, 161, and Mar- 
shall Forrest, the captain, 163, while 
Princeton’s stalwarts included Dun- 
lap, 150; Winthrop Hersey, (whose 
brother, Frank, also qualified), 162; 
Captain Johnny Stevens, 165, and 
John G. Jones, 166.

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A REAL FARM BOARD. 


‘Between thunderstorms, with in- 
tervals of fishing, last Saturday, 
President Hoover is said to have 
gone over a large number of names 
submitted to him for appointment 
ag members of the Farm Board. 
Among the several hundreds he 
found one class which he summarily 
disposed of. It was made up of men 
who were suggested to him not be- 
cause they had any special knowl- 
edge or experience but because they 
represented so many “ political obli- 
gations” on the part of this or that | 
Senator or Representative or Repub- 
lican leader. Debts of this kind Mr. 
HOoveER has never shown much relish 
for paying, and in the present in- 
stance he is said to have declared, 
with unusual emphasis, that they 
must be ruled out. He desires to 
find and nominate men of peculiar 
ability, and to save the Farm Board 
in the eyes of the country from be- 
ing thought of as merely furnishing 
a number of well-paid offices for 
politicians to divide. The President 
knows that the Farm Board will 
have to tackle a big job, and he is 
looking for big men to do it. 

Every. motive that can be con- 
ceived of as affecting the Presi- 
dent’s action in this matter would 
impel him to search everywhere tor 
men to fit the office. The success 
or failure of the Farm Board will 
almost mean the success or failure 
of the Hoover Administration. By 
the President’s direct intervention, 
Congress was induced to pass & 
farm bill of which the vital feature 
is the Farm Board. Its first work 
will be to interpret and apply the 
statute explaining and defining its 
own functions. This, of itself, will 
be an arduous labor. No one can 
wade through the farm bill passed 
by Congress without seeing that it 
contains a vast amount of vague 
and confused specifications and di- 
rections which some one will have 
to try to clear up before the meas- 
ure can be made effective. After 
that, when the Farm Board thinks 
that it knows at least in part what 
it is expected to do, there will be 
required a great grasp of business 
and banking principles, as well as 
agriculture, with an executive power 
rarely encountered. 

To turn over such gigantic tasks 
to a set of small-minded political 
“workers ” would be an act of folly. 
Nobody imagines that President 
HOOVER will be guilty of it. 








BRITISH ELECTORAL REFORM. 


Minority Presidents, long regional 
inequalities in the distribution of 
parties and votes, eccentricities in 
the boundaries of Congress districts, 
the disparity of political power in 
éne or both branches of the Legisla- 
tures of some States as between city 
and country, the immense popular 
and scanty electoral vote for Gover- 
hor SMITH, are among the reasons 
why Americans are a little cold to 
Mr. LLOYD GEORGE’s disappointment 
and his harping on the “ glaring 
wrong” of so many millions of 
Liberal voters and so few Liberal 
M. P.’s. The present electoral sys- 
tem he calls “a pure stultification 
of democracy.” Thus, in London 
Labor got a seat for every 21,000 
votes, the Conservatives for every 
32,000, the Liberals for every 176,-

It is only within 
the last few years that the State 
has taken a hand in developing the 
recreational features of the forest 
preserve. The Conservation Depart- 
ment has lately sought the aid of 
the radio in telling the public about 
them. The enterprise began in 1920 | 
with the placing of a few fireplaces 
along the highways for the conve- 
nience of automobile picnickers. 
They proved so popular that the 
camp sites were rapidly extended, | 
and there are now nineteen of them 
in the Adirondacks and three in the 
Catskills, accommodating all the 
way from 100 to 3,000 persons. 
Standard equipment in all of them 
includes individual fireplaces, tables 
and benches, improved sanitary fa-

cilities and fully protected water 
supplies. 

These are the “softer” berths. | 
For those who wish to get away | 
from the crowds of the broad high- 
way, the Conservation Department | 
has also been at work on trails. | 
Although no Indian tribes ever made 
a permanent home in the Adiron- 
dacks, they and the white men who 
followed them fished the lakes and 
hunted the forests, and the whole 
area is laced with ancient trails. 
There was a time, not so many years | 
ago, when these were well traveled. | 
Then the canoe had no rival in the 
automobile and motor boat, and the 
lakes and carries did not have to | 
face the competition of the high- 
road. Rivers and ponds and trails 
were then the common highway for 
guide and tenderfoot alike. But as 
more and more city people built 
more and more elaborate “camps” 
on the lakes, and as the automobile 
pushed its way by constitutional 
amendment into the heart of the 
“ wilderness,” and as the put-put of 
the motor boat began to sound above 
the swish of the paddle, there came 
a time when, at least in some parts 
of the Adirondacks, activity centred 
around the populous lakes and the 
life of the wilderness was neglected. 

The last few years have seen a 
healthy revival of interest in forest 
and stream for their own sakes. 
Simultaneously the Conservation De- 
partment has been at work renewing 
and extending the ancient system of 
trails. The old Adirondacker may 
turn up his nose at the department’s 
bright-colored metal disk  trail- 
markers, but at least they give surer 
guidance to the feet of the unwary 
than the traditional blazes. Where 
one trail crosses another, wooden 
signboards have been put up, show- 
ing not only the distance but the 
number of feet of ascent. In moun- 
tainous regions distance alone af- 
fords no adequate index to time, and 
the length of a journey expressed in 
hours varies greatly with the age 
and condition of the hiker. Appro- 
priations for this work have aot 
been large, but the department has 
had the cooperation of private or- 
ganizations like the Adirondack 
Mountain Club. It might command 
volunteer aid on a still larger scale. 
One day, a few Summers ago, the 
word went around one of the lakes 
that a trail was to be cut to a moun- 
tain-cleft deep in the woods. At a 
few hours’ notice fifty boys and 
girls in rowboats and canoes traveled 
over half a dozen lakes and carries 
to help blaze that trail.

COLUMBIA’S VICTORY. 


The varsity race on the Hudson 
this year goes into history as a 
red-letter event, the story of which 
will be often retold. Four boats 
were swamped in the rough water, 
and four others finished behind a 
sturdy, stout - hearted Columbia 
crew after a stirring contest. Colum- 
bia won on merit. It had been a 
crack crew all the season. It knew 
its Hudson and was not fearful of 
a “choppy sea.” The race was 
rowed by it with brains as well as 
with brawn, a long stroke where 
the water was roughest and a 
quicker stroke to finish when chal- 
lenged by Washington. GLENDON, 
the coach, had trained his charges 
not to let themselves be headed after 
they had taken the lead. The men 
were a unit in getting the best out 
of the boat and under conditions 
that tried their mettle. 

Columbia got away well and was 
always in a good position to go to 
the front, with plenty of reserve 


power, at the strategic moment. The |

The varsity contenders 
were very late in starting and grow- 
ing darkness might have postponed 
the race. But there was light enough 
for a start, and the water did not 


look so rough as later it turned out 
to be. 











A CONTRAST IN CONDITIONS. 


Twenty-five years have wrought 
avery marked change in attitude of 
the public toward child labor. All 
attempts at Federal legislation in 
prevention or restriction of labor by 
children have failed. But under the 
militant leadership of the National 
Child Labor Committee, organized 
a quarter of a century ago, great 
progress has been made through 
State legislation, both negative and 
positive, in liberating the child from 
menaces to its health and physical 
development and preserving its edu- 
cational birthright. 

In 1904 only two States had es- 
tablished an 8-hour day for children 
under 16; a few had a 10-hour day. 
There was a beginning of restriction 
of night work for children under 14, 
but much of this regulation applied 
only to factories. In 1929 all States 
regulate hours of work for children 
under 16, a large majority limiting 
their labor to eight hours; while 
nearly. all place rigorous restriction 
upon night work. Moreover, every 
State has “some kind of a 14-year 
age limit for entering industry.” 
Some go even to 15 or 16 years. 

On the positive side, that is, in re- 
quirement of school attendance, the 
progress has been even more pro- 
nounced. In 1904 there were no com- 
pulsory attendance laws whatever 
in about a third of the States, and 
in many others the requirement was 
but for two or three months a year 
and only up to 12 or 13 years of 
age for the children. Nearly two- 
thirds of the States now require the 
completion of at least the sixth 
grade before a child of 14 can leave 
school for work. In a considerable 
number the requirement is, nominal- 
ly at least, even higher. Besides this 
positive provision there is a health 
requirement which offers a specigl 
protection for those whose age and 


scholastic equipment would, if there 
were no other qualification de- 
manded, permit them to go to work 
that would be to their physical 
detriment for life. 

There still remains much to be 
done on the negative side in States 
where the standards are still low. 
The attempt for Federal legisla- 
tion was made in order to bring all 
to one standard as quickly as pos- 
sible, but especially to prevent the 
virtual penalizing of the States that 
set the higher standards.. But pub- 
lic opinion has become so insistent 
on behalf of the child that it is likely 
to have its labor-free chance in 
whatever State it is born and reared. 
The concern must increasingly be 
to see that the transition from the 
school to full-time labor—under the 
limits prescribed—is helpfully made. 
The continuation school—the part- 
time school for the employed boy or 
girl—has now come in many States 
as the agency by which boys and 
girls are assisted to find their vo- 
cation and to enter upon it with- 
out injury to health or sacrifice 
of elementary training essential 
to independent livelihood and to 
citizenship.

A SOLDIER-DIPLOMAT. 


Promotion of Brig. Gen. FRANK 
R. McCoy to the rank of Major Gen- 
eral, to take effect on the retire- 
ment of General VAN DEMEN in Sep- 
tember, is a recognition of distin- 
guished services in peace as well as 
in war. It has fallen to General 
McCoy, more, perhaps, than to any 
of his military contemporaries, to 
serve his country in other than a 
strictly military capacity. General 
Woop, who was among the first to 
recognize McCoy’s ability, us¢ed him 
in administrative capacities in the 
government of Cuba, and, twenty 
years later, depended upon him as his 
principal assistant in the civil ad- 
ministration of the Philippine Is- 
lands. He also served as aide to 
Presidents ROOSEVELT and TAFT, 
both of whom retained him because 
of his tact and efficiency. In 1923 
he was appointed Director General 
of the American Red Cross in 
charge of relief work in Japan fol- 
lowing the disastrous earthquake 
that destroyed Yokohama and a 
large part of Tokio. 

It is as supervisor of the Presi- 
dential election in Nicaragua that 
General McCoy has won his latest 
fame. His task promised to be par- 
ticularly difficult because of the suc- 
cession of misadventures of the 
State Department in dealing with 
Nicaraguan affairs prior to the 
dispatch of the Stimson mission. As 
a result, General McCoy went to 
Nicaragua in an atmosphere charged 
with distrust of the United States. 
Despite the fact that Colonel STIM- 
SON had succeeded in inducing the 
leaders of the two parties to agree 
to having an election under Ameri- 
can supervision, many in Nicaragua 
feared that the United States had 
some ulterior motive, hostile to the 
best interests of Nicaragua. Ene- 
mies of the United States in Latin 
America did not hesitate to play 
upon this suspicion. 

However, long experience with 
Spanish speaking peoples, coupled 
with his tact and diplomacy, en- 
abled General McCoy rapidly to win 





to drag an endless line of stow- | 


the confidence of all with whom he 
came in contact. With the aid of a 
picked corps of assistants, civilian 
as well as military, he organized the 
country, district by district, and saw 
to it that on election day there 
should be no intimidation of voters. 
So successful was this work that 
even the defeated party joined in 
paying tribute to the American mis- 
sion for the fair manner in which it 
supervised the election. . 

It is only natural that General 
McCoy’s experience in Nicaragua, 
Cuba and the Philippines should 
make him invaluable in special work 
in Latin America. This is why he 
was chosen, on his return from Nic- 
aragua, to represent the United 
States on the board of mediation 
adjusting the boundary quarrel be- 
tween Bolivia and Paraguay. The 
Americans fitted by training and 
temperament for this sort of work 
are so few that it is likely to be 
General McCoy’s lot to be detailed 
for diplomatic duty even more in 
the future than in the past. As a 
soldier he is being drafted for peace 
work.

It was designed by a Boston naval 
architect, JoHN G. ALDEN. The Mara- 
val is ketch rigged, seventy-five feet 
long, sixteen and a half feet beam 
and draws seven feet of water. She 
has a sixty horsepower engine and 
can make eight miles an hour. Elec- 
trically lighted, she has an electric 
windlass. 

The Maraval is built for rough 
seas, steel plates at the bow and a 
hull of double oak. Her forecastle 
will have space for four berths. 
Opening into the galley is a state- 
room commodious for such a ship. 
In her hold there is room for a cargo 
of supplies. Along the coast are 
many stations where the visits of 
this fine modern ship will be wel- 
come. The Maraval is to be used 
as a mobile hospital in emergencies. 
Her deckhouse contains a _ small 
hospital. 

While Dr. GRENFELL was ill in the 
West recently he wrote to the Lend- 
a-Hand Society suggesting that the 
Maraval should have a dispensary.

And 
so the Maraval goes north fully 
equipped to aid the families of the 
fishermen not only of Labrador but 
of Northern Newfoundland.

Greatest “‘Crime-Booster.”’ 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
During the fifteen years of my 
work as commissioner on the part 
of the United States of the Interna- 
tional Prison Commission, I have 


opportunity of studying crime at first. 
Whether the control by the | 
government of the consumption of 
liquor would lessen crime is difficult 
to say. What I am certain of is this 
—that America needed the Volstead 


because the average American has 
never been a drinker of alcoholic 
beverages. He drank coffee, milk, 
ice water. Hard liquor drinking was 
never a widespread habit among 
Americans. 

Many well-meaning persons were 
hopeful, at the start, that it would | 


in all sincerity, that it would empty 
the prisons. Thus we would have a 
crimeless nation and set an example 
to the rest of the world. But noth- 
ing of this sort has happened, al- 
though our ideals might have been 
reached had the law been more ju- 
diciously drawn, less drastic and 
sponsored by men with a broader 
viewpoint. We were all under the 
impression that America was the 
land of the free—not free in the 
sense to’ commit murder and break 
laws—but as to living conditions. 

We have discovered that prohibi- 
tion has put a crimp in our ideas. 
The Statue of Liberty is now a mis- 
nomer, except as an ornament to 
decorate the entrance to our harbor 
—and to give a thrill ta those who 
come from foreign shores. Instead 
of the government being engaged in 
prohibiting the consumption of 
proper drinks, it should encourage 
the manufacture of the pure article 


AVOIDING TECHNICALITIES. 


Naval Reduction Could Be Effected 

by Cutting Down Appropriations. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Naval reduction cannot be effected 
without the establishment of a for- 
mula—a ‘“‘yardstick’’--by which such 
reduction shall be measured. 

It has seemed difficult to do this 
and the chief reason for this diffi- 








culty, I think, lies in the assumption | 
that this formula must be technical | 
—that is, one which involves the fix- | 
ing by mutual agreement of the | 
kinds and amounts of units of naval | 
strength which each nation should | 
possess. 

The effort to do this involves end- | 
less trading and matching of wits by | 
naval experts in the endeavors of 
each to defend the particular for- | 
mula which, seeming fair to all, | 
really contains some element of ad- | 
vantage to his own country. 

Cannot all this be eliminated by | 
abandoning technical considerations | 
and by concentrating our efforts} 
upon the drafting of a plan of pro- | 
gressive reduction of the amounts of | 
money which each of the nations | 
should hereafter expend annually | 
during a fixed period on new con-| 
struction and on the modernizing of | 
old vessels? 

If this were done each nation | 
would be allowed to work out its | 
own naval problems for itself—but | 
always within the limits of decreas- | 
ing appropriations. If these can be 





the world to insist upon definite 
agreements as to how the lessened 


amounts shall be expended? Some 
nations will favor cruisers, some 
submarines, some other units. But 


it seems to me that the point whose 
importance transcends all others is 
that we should stop the possibility 
of increases in the sums spent for 
armament and should adopt a sys- 
tem which would insure their reduc- 
tion. Is it not true that if this can 
be done details of the way in which 
the reduced amounts are expended 
are of minor importance? 

Existing fleets will soon become 
obsolete. It is the limitation of the 
gross bulk of future fleets to which 
we should primarily direct our 
thoughts. 

The adoption of this general idea 


; would require the establishment of a 


scale of progressive reductions from 
year to year of the amounts which 
the nations are thus to expend. For 
instance, let it be agreed that 1929 
should be taken as the basic year 
and that no nation should spend dur- 
ing 1930 more than 75 per cent, or 
such other percentage as may be 


in 1929 on new construction and 
remodeling. Let some similar per- 
centage of reduction be fixed for 
1931 and for each succeeding year of 
the fixed period. If this be done, are 
not the world’s naval problems on 
the way to solution? 

Of course, it is of special impor- 
tance to fix fairly the basis from 
which this progressive reduction 
shall commence; and some may 
claim that the current year is not a 
fair one for all concerned and that 
some ideal rather than actual figures 
should be agreed upon. But this 
would probably involve any confer- 
ence in the mazes of technical for- 
mulae, which it is the purpose of this 
general suggestion to avoid. To ac- 
cept the present status even if not

Amer- 
icans are a law-abiding people by 
tradition, but prohibition has de- 
stroyed this tradition and our Chief 
Executive has practically admitted it 
officially. It might be safe to state 
that prohibition is, in its present 
condition, the greatest unrest pro- 
ducer and crime-booster that this 
country has even seen, and if the 
writing on the wall is correctly read, 
there are millions of people who are 
beginning to recognize its fallacies. 
They are digusted with the spying 
traits of trickery and deceit that it 
engenders. They are disquieted by 
the fabulous sums involved in trying 
to continue the enforcement of a law 
so mandatory in its provisions.

President Makes the Project 
Effective on Ratification of 
Six of the Seven States. 








HOPES ARIZONA WILL ENTER 





Then, He Explains, the Question of 
Colorado River Water Rights 
Will Be Settled.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Prest- 
dent Hoover today signed a procla- 


| mation putting into effect the Boul- 


der Canyon project under the com- 
pact which he, as Secretary of Com- 
merce, negotiated six years ago be- 
tween the States of Arizona, Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Nevada, New Mex- 
ico, Utah and Wyoming. 

Though Arizona has not yet com- 
plied with all the conditions of the 
Boulder Canyon project act, passed 
by Congress in December, the terms 
of the act state that the project, pro- 
viding for the distribution of the 
waters of the Colorado Fiver in these 
States. shall be made effective upon 
the ratification of six of the seven 
States, which has been accomplished. 

In a statement issued later in the 


| day, President Hoover explained the 
reduced, is it vital to the peace of 


status of the project, observing that 
California had met the requirements 
of the act necessary to render it ef- 
fective on six-State approval of the 
compact and voicing the hope that 
Arizona and California ‘‘may com- 
pose their mutual problems which 
have hitherto prevented Arizona from 
joining in the compact.’’ 
Characterizing the compact as the 
‘most important action ever taken 
in that fashion under the Constitu- 
tion,’’? the President added _ that 
“with Arizona in, the whole basin 
will have settled their major ques- 
tion of water rights for all time.’’ 


Text of the Proclamation. 


The President’s proclamation reads: 


BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 
PUBLIC PROCLAMATION, 
Pursuant to the provisions of 
Section 4 (a) of the Boulder Can- 
yon project act, approved Dec. 21, 
1928 (45 Stat. 1057, it is hereby 
declared by agg proclamation: 
(a) That the States of Arizona, 
California, Colorado, Nevada, New 
Mexico, Utah and Wyoming have 
not ratified the Colorado River 
compact mentioned in Section 13 
(a) of said act of Dec. 21, 1928, . 
within six months from the date 
of the passage and approval of 

said act. 

(b) That the States of California, 
Colorado, Nevada, New Mexico, 
Utah and Wyoming have ratified 
said compact and have consented 
to waive the provisions of the first 
paragraph of Article II of said 
compact, which makes the same 
binding and obligatory only when 
approved by each of the seven 
States signatory thereto, and that 
each of the States last named has 
| approved said compact without 
| condition, except that of six-State 
approval as prescribed in Section 
| 13 (a) of said act of Dec. 21, 1928. 

(c) That the State of California 
has in all things met the require- 
ments set out in the first para- 
graph of Section 4 (a) of said act 
of Dec. 21, 1928, necessary to ren- 
der said act effective on six-State 
approval of said compact. 

(d) All prescribed conditions hav- 
ing been fulfilled, the said Boulder 
Canyon project act, approved Dea 
21, 1928, is hereby declared to be 
effective this date.

Hoover Tells of Personal Interest. 


| Explaining the significance of his 
| action, President Hoover said later 
; at the press conference: 


“T signed this morning the Colo- 
rado River proclamation, making ef- 
fective the compact between six of 
the seven States in the Colorado 
River Basin. 

“I have a particular interest in its 
consummation not only because of 
its great intrinsic importance but be- 
cause I was the chairman of the 
Colorado River Commission that 
formulated the compact. 

“Tne compact itself relates en- 
tirely to the distribution of water 
rights between the seven States in 
the basin. It has nothing per se to 
do with the Boulder Canyon develop- 
ment except that. it removes the bar- 
riers to such development. It has 
some points of very considerable in- 
terest. 

“It is the final settlement of dis- 
putes that have extended over twen- 
ty-five years and which have estopped 
the development of the river. The 
difficulties over the respective water 
rights of the different States have 
served to prevent development in a 
large way for nearly a quarter of a 
century. 


Significance in State Relations. 


“And it has an interest also in 
that it is the most extensive action 
ever taken by a group of States un- 
der the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion permitting compacts between 
States. 

“The only instances hitherto were 
mostly minor compacts between two 
States on boundary questions, except 
the one case of the New York Port 
Authority, which was of first impor- 
tance, but is a compact between two 
States. This compact is, however, 
an agreement between seven States 
and represents the most important 
action ever taken in that fashion un- 
der the Constitution. 

‘It opens the avenue for some hope 
of the settlement of other yo 
questicns as_ between the tates 
rather than the m yrrn of these 
problems on the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

“The compact was originally signed 
five years ago by the seven States 
subject to ratification by their Legis- 
latures. It has a similarity to mat- 
ters in international regotiation in 
the difficulties that it has had to 
pursue in the path of ultimate con- 
summation, but for the first time 
in history a compact involving so 
many interests has been made effec- 
tive.

JUSTICE COHN DECRIES 
JAM IN BRONX COURTS 


He Urges Garage Owners Body to 
Back Move for $5,000,000 Addi- 
tional Building Fund. 








Deploring the congestion of calen- 
dars in the Bronx Supreme Court, 
Justice Albert Cohn, speaking at the 
third anniversary luncheon of the 
Central Bronx Garage Owners’ Asso- 
elation at the Concourse Plaza Hotel 


yesterday, urged the gathering to 
appear at the hearing before the 
Board of Estimate tomorrow to sup- 
port the request for an appropria- 
tion of $5,000,000 needed in addition 
to $3,000,000 already appropriated 
for a new Bronx court house. 

The proposed new building would 
be constructed on city-owned prop- 
erty at 161st Street and Mott Ave- 
nue, opposite the south end of the 
Grand Concourse, a site the Board 
of Estimate approved last July: at 
the request of Borough President 
Bruckner. The building would house 
all of the Bronx courts, including the 
Supreme Court and would have 
space for offices and a jail. 

Justice Cohn said he had found 
cases in the Bronx Supreme Court 
that were five years old and de- 
clared that the calendar was gener- 
ally three years behind. The con- 
gestion, he declared, was caused by 
the lack of room for trying cases. 

V. Brandon, president of the 
association, assured Justice Cohn 
that his organization would be rep- 
resented at the hearing tomorrow. 
He condemned ‘‘speculators’’ who, 
he said, had obtained permits over 
the protests of property owners and 
caused the Bronx to be ‘‘overrun by 
superfluous garages.”’

DION G. BOUCICAULT 
DIES IN ENGLAND 


Noted Actor and Producer Was 
Son of the Famous Irish 
Dramatist and Player. 





BORN HERE 70 YEARS AGO 


Acted in New York With His Father 
—His Activities Were Principally 
in London and Australia.

LONDON, June 25.—Dion G. Bou- 
cicault, actor, producer and husband 
of Miss Irene Vanbrugh, died at his 
home in Hurley, Berkshire, today. 
Mr. Boucicault, who was 70 years 
old, was taken ill aboard ship shortly 
after leaving Australia a few weeks 


ago after a strenuous tour in which 
he appeared in a cycle of Barrie 
plays. 

On his arrival in England Mr. Bou- 
cicault was removed to a hospital, 
but realizing he was dying he wished 
to return to his beautiful home where 
he died.

Child welfare was discussed at the 
first general meeting of the trustees 
of the newly incorporated Golden 
Rule Foundation at a dinner at the 


Metropolitan Club last night. The 
trustees set Dec. 8 as the date for 
observance of Golden Rule Sunday, 
on which gifts will be received prin- 
cipally for the benefit of under-priv- 
ileged children throughout the world. 

Golden Rule Sunday for six years 
was an institution of the Near East 
Relief but that organization passed 
it on to the foundation. 

The beginning of a founder’s fund 
by the organization, which is ex- 
pected to reach $500,000, was an- 
nounced at the meeting, at which 
Dr. John H. Finley presided. All 
funds intrusted to the foundation 
will be administered through exist- 
ing channels without expense of ad- 
ministration, so far as that organiza- 
tion is concerne@, according to 
Charles V. Vickrey, executive vice 
president. 

Among other objectives which the 
foundation might consider, the com- 
mittee on research, information and 
survey recommended the following: 

Vocational training of children in 
backward countries, education in 
popular hygiene and institutions for 
the blind, aid in repairing the hurri- 
cane damage to Porto Rico and in 
eradicating leprosy in the Philip- 
pines.

DR. R. A. HUME DIES; 
NOTED MISSIONARY 


Served in India 52 Years—Re- 
ceived Highest Honor Con- 
ferred on Foreigners. 


BROOKLINE, Mass., June 25 ¢-P). 
—The Rev. Dr. Robert A Hume, mis- 
sionary in India for fifty-two years 
and bearer of the highest govern- 
ment honor that can be conferred 
upon a foreigner in India, died in 
a hospital here last night at the age 
of 82 
tomorrow in the Congregational 
Church of Auburndale, where Dr. 
Hume had lived since his retirement 
several years ago. 

Dr. Hume was born in Bombay in 
1847. He was graduated from Yale in 
1868, and then attended Yale Divin- 
ity School and Andover Theological 
Seminary. He returned to India in 
1874. His missionary career was 
spent at Ahmednagar. His eldest 
daughter, Ruth Peabody Hume, is 
director of the American Hospital 
for Women and Children there, one 
of several institutions Dr. Hume 
founded. 

Many times Dr. Hume was deco- 
rated by the Indian Government, his 
honors including the gold Kaiser-I-

Kable Admits Bishop Did Not 
Hold Stocks as Investment, 
but Watched Market. 








CALLS HIS CREDIT UNUSUAL 





Accused Broker Thinks Cleric’s 
$10,000 Order Was Taken 
Without Cash Deposit. 





MARGIN TERMED TOO LOW 


Witness Testifies That Churchman 
Visited Office Frequently and 
Once Left Itinerary. 


The trading account which Bishop 
James Cannon Jr. of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, maintained 
with the raided firm of Kable & Co. 
was a speculative one, according to 
Charles W. Kable, one of the fart- 
mers, who testified yesterday at a 
bankruptcy hearing conducted by 
Referee Robert P. Stephenson. 

Kable was called by C. Edward 
Benoit, attorney for Miss Anna 
Faians, trustee for the assets of the 
defunct firm. The young partner, 
who portrayed himself on the stand 
as a partner in name but an office 
boy in fact, is under indictment by a 
Federal Grand Jury for ‘using the 
mails to defraud. Harry L. Gold- 


hurst, the real force of Kable & Co., 
also is under indictment on the 
same charge. 

Goldhurst, who testified on Mon- 
day, is to be recalled tomorrow. In 
his evidence he disclosed himself as 
a friend of seven years’ — of 
the Bishop and as the ecclesiastic’s 
mentor on stocks and bonds. ., 

Kable, 28 years old, thin, dark and 
Nervous, testified that Goldhurst had 
assured him that their indictments 
would be dismissed. 

Mr. Benoit handed to the witness 
photostatic reproductions of the 
churchman’s account, which covered 
three pages in the firm’s ledger. 
The attorney asked Kable to analyze 
the entries, with their record of 
rapid turn-overs of stocks, and tell 
the referee whether it was an invest- 
ment or a speculative account. 

Bishop Cannon, in a statement is- 
sued on Thursday in Washington, 
defended his fliers in the stock 
market. He declared that. he had 
bought stock on a partial payment 
plan, as an investment and in: no 
Sense as a speculation or gamble. 


Says Bishop Watched Market. 


‘Was the account of Bishop Can- 
mon a speculative account?” said 
Mr. Benoit. 

‘‘Really,’? said Kable, ‘‘I have no 
detailed knowledge of it.’’ 

He was invited to study the photo- 
static copies and after a pause 
Benoit resumed the examination. 

“You have seen the ledger ac- 
count,’’ said the lawyer, ‘‘and don’t 
you see from that account that the 
stocks were not held and that it was 
really a speculative account?”’ 

“‘Yes,’’ said Kable. 

“The Bishop evidently watched the 


market?”’ suggested Benoit, and the 
witness affirmed it. 

The attorney took up the entry in 
the ledger which showed that on 
Nov. 2, 1927, the churchman was the 
owner of 100 shares of Lehigh Valley 
stock—‘‘as of Aug. 14.’’ he same 
sheet reported that he had not made 
a deposit until Sept. 21 of the same 
year, when he paid in $500. It is 
Benoit’s contention that Bisho 
Cannon was able to buy $10, 
worth of stock without being called 
upon for deposit. Goldhurst in his 
evidence had called the ‘‘Aug. 14” 
entry a bookkeeper’s mistake. 

“Took at the entry,’ said Benoit 
to Kable, ‘‘and tell us, from your 
knowledge of the practices of the 
firm, what it meant.’’ 

“That meant that he had been ex- 
tended credit,’’ said the witness. 

“Were other customers extended 
eredit?’’ said Benoit. 

“T don’t know,”’ said Kable, ‘“‘but 
sometimes they were late in making 
their partial payments—they lived in 
distant parts of the country.” 


Admits Bishop Was Favored. 


Kable was asked to study the 
Lehigh Valley transaction, which 
was followed by several others. Mr. 
Benoit requested him to tell how 
much deposit should have been re- 
quired from the Bishop, who then 
had only $500 up. 

“He should have had $6,000 up on 
the Lehigh transactions,” the wit- 
ness replied. 

The examiner sought to determine 
why, as he evidently thought to be 
the case, the churchman had had 
this favored-customer status. 

‘You don’t know what the reason 
was?’’ he asked. 

“No,” said Kable, who explained 
from time to time that he had had 
little to do with the Cannon account 
which had been strictly a Goldhurst 
matter. 

“The Bishop’s credit must have 
_ been very good?” said Benoit. 

‘Very good,’’ replied the witness. 

“That was an unusual transac- 
tion?’’ pursued Benoit. 

‘‘Very unusual,’’ agreed Kable. 

Kable, when sworn as a witness, 
said that when he entered Kable & 
Co. he signed a partnership agree- 
ment. He denied that he had ever 
functioned as a partner, however. 
As an example of his status, in so far 
as the Bishop was concerned, Kable 
cited his contact with the cleric on 
the six or seven times the Bishop 
came to Kable & Co.’s office to con- 
fer on stocks. 

“Good morning,’’ Kable would say 
to the Bishop. 

“‘Good morning,”’ the Bishop would 
reply and then ask if Mr. Goldhurst 
were in, and if so, would go directly 
into conference with him. 

“As far as the Bishop was con- 
cerned,’’ observed Kable, ‘‘I was just 
the office boy.’”’ 


Tells Why His Name Was Used. 


Kable, in explaining how he came 
to be in the firm, said that in 1926 
Goldhurst, whom he met- through a 
mutual New York University friend, 
offered him the office ssanngership. 
Kable, who was a financial casualty 
at the time, having been hit b 
bursting of the Florida boom, signed 
on at a week, he said. 

Goldhurst explained the rtial 

yment plan to him. As Kable re- 
ated it yesterday, Goldhurst said 
that under the system it was not 
necessary to buy the stocks ordered 
by customers until the customers’ 
Payments had been completed.

bought on the partial payment plan,” 
asked Benoit, ‘‘invested and did not 
speculate?”’

Kable said that his name had been 
used for the firm, because Goldhurst, 
whose sister had failed, explained 
that the ‘‘name Goldhurst could not 
be used in Wall Street.”’ 

“How did Goldhurst get cus- 
tomers?’’ said Benoit. 

“Through the mails, by letters he 
sent out,’’ said Kable. 

Goldhurst, the witness said, did not 
use the name of the Bishop as a 
lure to customers, so far as he knew, 
but was rather proud of having the 
Bishop as a client. 

“I have customers of this calibre,’ 
the witness quoted Goldhurst as say- 
ing when he first mentioned the 
Bishop. 

The first time that the Bishop came 
into the office, after Goldhurst had 
mentioned him as a customer, Kable 
said his partner had nudged and 
said—‘‘That’s Bishop Cannon.’’ Kable 
said that he had been much im- 
pressed by Goldhurst’s influence with 
the churchman. 

‘“‘He told me,’’ said the witness, 
“‘that he could recommend anything 
to Bishop Cannon and that the Bish- 
op would tell him to buy it. He told 
me about the Bishop’s trips about 
the world, organizing branches of 
the Anti-Saloon League. On one 
trip, at least, Goldhurst had a list of 
places the Bishop was to visit, so 
that the Bishop would be in touch 
with the market and his stocks.’’ 


Knew Little of Stock Purchases. 


Benoit took up the question of 200 
shares of Hudson Motors which the 
Bishop’s account showed him as hav- 
ing purchased. Goldhurst, on the 
stand, had refused to answer wheth- 
er he had had actual possession of 
the .stock when the firm failed, and 
had then explained that under the 
deferred payment scheme he had not 
been called upon to get the securities 
until the final payment. 

Kable said that he had no knowl- 
edge as to whether Goldhurst had 
the stock. He admitted that he had 
looked into the securities ‘‘box’’ of 
the firm on an occasion when a bank 
notified him, in Goldhurst’s ab- 
sance, that the firm’s account was 
low. Then, although he saw no Hud- 
son Motors, he had _ encountered 


“some bonds of the Chicago, Rock 


Island & Pacific Railroad. 

When Kable took the bonds down 
to the bafik he learned that they 
were pre-reorganization bonds with 
a value of $1 each. 

Kable said that there were other 
clergymen on the firm’s list of cus- 
tomers, but that he did not recall 
their names. He admitted that he 
had known of the firm’s insolvency 
six. weeks before the voluntary peti- 
tion in bankruptcy was filed. He 
declared that he had not liked the 
way things were going and had wor- 
ried to the point where he had been 
unable to sign checks because of 
shaky hands. 

Worn down by worry, said Kable, 
he contracted double pneumonia and 
for five weeks before the failure was 
in a hospital. During his illness, he 
testified, he had no knowledge of 
events at the office. He disclosed 
that while in the hospital Goldhurst 
had brought a batch of checks for 
him to sign. The witness said that 
some of the checks were in blank 
and that he signed all of them with 
no knowledge of what they repre- 
sented. 

Expressing bitterness against Gold- 
hurst, whom he pictured as the au- 
thor of all his woe, Kable admitted 
that Goldhurst had spoken to him 
since the failure. 

“‘Did he try to reassure -you?’’ said 
Benoit. 

‘“‘He told me that he thought the 
indictment would be dismissed,’”’ said 
the witness. 

“Didn’t you know that he could 
have no authority for saying that,’’ 
said Benoit, ‘‘and that the only au- 
thority to dismiss an indictment rests 
with the United States Attorney?”’’ 

“‘Well,’’ said Kable, ‘‘I did not put 
much credence in it.’’ 


Does Not Plan to Call Bishop. 


After the witness had been on the 
stand about an hour the hearing 
was adjourned until 3 P. M. tomorrow 
Mr. Benoit was asked whether, in 
view of the emphasis put on the 
Bishop’s account in the examination 
of witnesses, he planned to call the 
Bishop as a witness. 

“Right now,’”’ he said, “I can’t see 
any justification for calling him as 
a witness.”’ 

He admitted that the examination 
of witnesses in the: bankruptcy mat- 
ter had been handicapped by lack of 
books of the firm. The books and 
records are in the hands of Miss 
Ellamarye Failor, Assistant United 
States Attorney, who is to prosecute 
the trial of Goldhurst and Kable next 
month. Mr. Benoit said that he did 
not wish to call for the records as 
that might interfere with the prep- 
aration of the Government’s case. 
In addition to Gildhurst, witnesses 
tomorrow will include the account- 


ants who audited the books of Kable 
& Co.

CITY ENGINEERS SAY 
REDS CONTROL-UNION 


Conservatives Among Technical 
Men Tonight Will Try to 
Oust ‘Communist’ Group. 


HARD FIGHT IS PREDICTED 











Dismissa! of Scherer, Organizer, and 
Weisberg, His Aide, to Be 
Asked by Judwin Faction. 





The charge that the Union of Tech- 
nical Men ‘‘has been sold to the Com- 
munist party’ and that the affairs 
of the 2,000 engineers and technical 
employes in various city departments 
are in the grip of an active Commu- 
nist group -will be made tonight at 
a.special meeting of the ‘union at 
Labor Temple, Second Avenue and 
Fourteenth Street. An attempt will 
be made, ‘it was said yesterday, to. 
expel those who are alleged to have 
secretly manipulated the union, un- 
known to the rank and file, for the 
benefit of the Communist party. 

The removal of -Marcel Seherer, 
the union’s organizer, a former lead- 
er of the Young People’s Socialist 
League and for several years an ac- 
tive worker in the Communist party, 
will be demanded on the ground that 
his policy caused the dismissal of 
300 junior engineers last week by the 
Board of Transportation, 

It was learned that those favoring 
a complete reorganization of the 
union will ask also for the dismissal 


of Carl Weisberg, recording secre- 
tary and assistant organizer, em- 
ployed by Scherer. The fight for a 
‘cleansing of the union of Commu- 
nist elements,’’ will be led by A. Jud- 
win, a member of the committee of 
three which for a week has been 
seeking an interview with John H. 
Delaney, chairman of the Board of 
Transportation. The committee’s ef- 
forts were frustrated, it was said, 
when Scherer issued statements 
threatening a strike of city engineers 
after it had been agreed not to make 
any statements for publication. When 
the committee of three attempted 
to confer with Mr. Delaney they 
were informed that he did not under- 
stand why they should be seeking his 
aid when the union, through an ac- 
credited officer, was issuing hostile 
statements. 

At a meeting of the union a week 
ago Mr. Judwin charged that Scher- 
er had ‘‘sold the union to the Com: 
munist party.’’ There was a hubbub 
and Mr. Scherer made no dénial of 
his Communist connections. It was 
learned yesterday that Scherer was 
an active ‘‘Yipsel.’’ or worker in the 
Young People’s Socialist League of 
the Sixth Assembly District in Brook- 
lyn while he was a student at Eras- 
mus Hall High School. His radical 
affiliations kept him embroiled while 
he was at City College and in 1919 
he joined the Communist Labor par- 
ty and subsequently the Cgmmunist 
party. ; 

Those interested in seeking the 
union’s reorganization asserted that 
Scherer was responsible for the em- 
ployment by the union of Helen 
Allison, a daughter of Alfred Wagen- 
knecht, Communist relief worker, 
now in Gastonia, N. C., for the 
Workers International Relief and 
who handed relief work for the Com- 
munist organization headed by Al- 
bert Weishord during the _ textile 
strike in Passaic several years ago. 

Paul Scherer, brother of the or- 
ganizer, is treasurer of the union, 
and is also said to be active with 
his brother in managing the affairs 
of Camp Wocolona, a Communist 
camp in Monroe, N. Y. Wocolona is 
a contraction for ‘‘Workers’ Colony.”’ 

A bitter struggle for control of the 
union is expected at today’s meeting, 
which was called by Dudley Babcock, 
its president, on the petition of fifty 
members who requested a meeting 
for the purpose of taking up the dis- 
missal of the 300 engineers employed 
by the Board of Transportation and 
“the reorganization of the union.”’ 

Leaders of the conservative wing 
believe that the expulsion of the Com- 
munists would place the union in.a 
more favorable position for rehabili- 
tation of its affairs. ° 

The issue will probably be brought 
to a head when Vice President 
Sparer, a member of the Scherer 
faction, makes a report of the execu- 
tive committee’s attempts to have 
the dismissed men reinstated. The 
Judwin group will fight to prevent 
a vote of confidence and if success: 
ful the members will ask that Scherer 
and his associates be removed. 

Scherer is a chemist and engineer 
and once headed his own chemical 
business. His interest in radicalism 
caused him to give up his business 
some years ago and to devote him- 
self' to such work. He attended the 
convention of the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union in 
Philadelphia in 1925 when the Com- 
munists made an effort to gain con- 
trol of the organization. He was not 
a delegate, but sat among the spec- 
tators conferring frequently with the 
Left Wing delegates. 

Mr. Scherer and Mr. Weisberg de- 
clined last night to discuss their 
communistic affiliations. 


SMITH RESUMES PLACE

Usher Gets 60 Days for Slur on Navy Uniform. 
As Sailor Says He Was Sent to Rear of Theatre 





A flat sentence of sixty days in the 
workhouse, without the alternative 
of a fine, was imposed in Special 
Sessions yesterday on Clifford Reed, 
24 years old, of 431 East Eighty- 
seventh Street, formerly chief usher 
in the F. F. Proctor Theatre, in 
Third Avenue at Fifty-eighth Street, 
on his conviction of insulting: the 


uniform of the United States Navy. 

Joseph F. Collins, 18 years old, a 
seaman on the battleship Wyoming, 
complained that on the evening of 
May 3 Reed put Collins and his 
mother out of the orchestra because 
the youth was in uniform. Mrs. 
Mary Collins, the mother, of. 213 
East Fifty-sixth Street, corroborated 
her son’s testimony. 

The trial was the outcome of a 
hearing held a week after the inci- 
dent before Magistrate Goodman in 
the Yorkville Court on a summons 
obtained by Collins. After the hear- 
ing Reed was arrested on the mag- 
istrate’s order on a charge of violat- 
ing Section 517 of the penal law, 
dealing with discriminations against 


uniforms, and released in $500- bail. 
At the trial yesterday before Jus- 
tices Nolan, Salomon and Kelly, it 
was brought out that at the hear- 
fing before the magistrate Captain 
Luther M. Overstreet of the Wyo- 
ming and Commander George 
Simpson, in charge of the scout 
uadron of the battleship fleet of 
which the Wyoming is-a unit, were

They were not in court yes- 
terday, however, because the Wyo- 
ming is now at sea.

“Eleven years ago,’’ interposed 
Justice Kelly, ‘‘you. would have 
thrown yourself on this young man’s 
neck and dragged him in.”’ 

Stanley Sinski, .assistant manager 
of the theatre, testified that he had 
been in his office when he heard a 
commotion in the orchestra and 
heard Mrs. Collins repeatedly de- 
clare her: son was not . intoxicated. 
He admitted suggesting that Collins 
and his mother take’ seats in the 
balcony, and 
that there had been no seats vacant 
in the orchestra. 








FIGHTS OFF MOTHER 
IN KILLING HIMSELF 


Former Naval Officer Fires 
Second Shot While She 
Struggles for Pistol. 








EARLIER ATTEMPT FAILED 





Breakdown of John A. Traylor, 27, 
Prominent in Richmond, Laid 
to Submarine Duty. 





Despondent because of ill health, 
John A. Traylor, 27 years old, a 
graduate of the United States Naval 
Academy and a member of a family 


socially prominent in Richmond, Va., 
shot himsef fatally in the breast in 
his room on the fifth floor of. the 
Hotel McAlpin. shortly after 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, while 
his mother, Mrs. A. G. Traylor, was 
dressing for dinner in an adjoining 
room. 

Mrs. Traylor, who came here with 
her son on Monday, ran through the 
connecting door between the two 
rooms, upon hearing the shot, and 
tried to wrench the revolver from 
her son’s hand. In the brief struggle, 
the revolver was again discharged 
and a bullet str:ck the young man’s 
right hand. He died about an hour 
later, and, although he regained con- 
sciousness, he was unable to speak. 

Traylor left a note to a sister, Miss 
Mary Traylor of Richmond, Va., 
who is society editor of The Rich- 
mond News-Leader, requesting her 
to arrange that his brain be given to 
a medical college for scientific re- 
search on nervous disorders. The 
young man, who was single and 
whose health was reported to have 
been impaired while doing subma- 
rine duty in the navy, had been suf- 
re from a nervous breakdown. 

A dispatch from Richmond, Va., 
last night said that young Traylor 
had engaged in a angle age last week 
with his mother in the hallway. of 
their home in the Franklin Terrace 
Apartments, during which he 
dropped a pistol to the floor. Mem- 
bers of his family had been gravely 
concerned about his condition for 
some. time. 

Mrs. Traylor, who is a widow, 
brought her son to New York with 
the double purpose of obtaining med- 
ical treatment for him and of con- 
sulting her brother, Michael Gavin 
of 12 East Sixty-fifth Street, about 
his condition. Mr. Gavin has a 
country home at Great Neck, L. I. 

The mother and son had been trav- 
‘eling for the past month, after doc- 
tors of a sanitarium in Battle Creek, 
Mich., had suggested that the young 
man’s condition might be improved 
if he had steady employment. They 
had spent two weeks in Washington 
before coming here. -Yesterday af- 
ternoon the young man tried, but 
without success, to reach his uncle 
by telephone to consult him about ob- 
taining a position. 

Mrs.. Traylor notified the hotel of- 
ficials by telephone of the shooting. 
Dr. William Gildblatt, the house phy- 
sician, and Ambulance Surgeon 
Lempke of New York Hospital were 
summoned. 

Besides his mother, the young man 
is survived by two sisters, Mrs. 
Lewis Larus, wife of a wealthy Rich- 
mond tobacco manufacturer, and 
Miss Mary Traylor, who recently re- 
turned ‘from Europe. 

Traylor had served three years in 
the navy. He was assigned to the 
U. S. S. West Virginia for a time 
and later was transferred to sub- 
marine duty. His friends in Rich- 
mond said that his health was im- 
paired during his submarine service. 

Upon resigning from the navy he 
worked in Boston. He returned to 
Richmond about a year ago. 

Chief Medical Examiner Charles G. 
Norris .ordered the body removed 
last night to the morgue for an au- 
topsy.. Detectives Stapleton, Behan 
and Edberg questioned the mother.

STILL IN GOOD CONDITION 





Commissioner Says Its Unused Look 
Explains His Weakness at Figures 
—Gives Medal to Boy. 





Police Commissioner Whalen at- 
tended yesterday morning the grad- 
uation exercises of P. S. 147 at 293 
East Broadway, the John F. Ahearn 
School, where he was once a pupil. 

George E. Vogel, the principal, 
gave him a copy of Fish’s Arithme- 
tic that he had used in the 7B class. 
The fly-leaf is inscribed’ ‘‘Grover 
Whalen,’”’ with a notation that its 
condition was good when it was 


given him for a term’s use’ on} 


February 1, 1901. 

Mr. Vogel remarked that the book 
was still good, with no pages miss- 
ing and no “pictures drawn in.”’ 
The only markings were checks to 
show homework assignments, and a 
few problems worked out on the 
back pages. Responsibility even for 
these could not be laid to the com- 
missioner as three other pupils used 
the book after him. 

‘‘When a book stays good for 28 
years the original owner took good 
care of it,’’ Mr. Vogel said. 

He recounted stories told by the 
late Miss Wiley, who was Grover 
Whalen’s teacher in 1901. One re- 
ferred to the pompadour young 
Grover wore at that time, concern- 
ing which she is reported to have 
said, ‘‘He was so neat he wouldn’t 
Iet one hair of his pompadour go 
out of the way.”’ . 

Mr. Vogel said that-the arithmetic 
was one which would ‘‘cause a 
teacher to be fired’’ if he used it 
today. 

Commissioner Whalen put a 
more facetious construction on the 
condition of the arithmetic. He said 
that he had always wondered as to 
his weakness in arithmetic, but that 
now, hearing both of the condition 
of the book, which was so good that 
it appeared unused, and of the fact 
that teachers would be ‘‘fired’’ if 
they tried to use it today, he had 
a good alibi. 

He urged the children to remem- 
ber the late Mr. Ahearn after whom 
the school was named, for ‘‘his fine 
character and service to the com- 
munity.’’ He laid ‘‘any advancement 
I may have received’ to founda- 
tions he got in the public school 
system. 

The commissioner presented the 
Ahearn Service Medal, awarded for 
service to the school, the teachers 
and the principal, to Haywood Cir- 
ker, the third boy in his family to 
win this prize. 

Justice Abraham -Harawitz of the 
Second District Municipal Court, 
Manhattan, also spoke.

TEMPER HEAT WAVE 


Weather Bureau, However, Is 
Unable to Promise Real 
Relief for the Present. 








FOG LIFTS, SHIPS ‘ARRIVE 





Some Delayed for 24 Hours—Only 
One Prostration Recorded 
for the Day. 





Clouds and showers intermittently 
tempered the heat yesterday, but the 
temperature, nevertheless, reached 
81 degrees in the afternoon. The air 
was sticky, and the fog which had 
held shipping fast in the lower bay 
overnight was not entirely dispersed. 

For. the first day in ten, no deaths 
from heat prostration were recorded. 
A man was overcome. The Weather 
Bureau expected further cloudy 
weather and showers today, but 
didn’t offer any promise of real re- 


‘lief from high temperatures. 


In the slight respite from torrid 
weather the Health Department 
gave out its official report of twenty- 
eight deaths from heart prostration 
during the previous week. 

“In addition,’’ Health Commis- 
sioner S. W. Wynne said, ‘‘the hot, 
depressing weather caused an in- 
crease in the deaths of those suffer- 
ing from heart disease and from di- 
gestive disturbances. The babies ap- 
pear to have withstood the heat very 
well, for there were only 108 infant 
deaths last week, as compared to 150 
in the same week last year. On the 
other hand, the week was very try- 
ing on the old people, there having 
been 401 deaths of persons 65 years 
old and over, as compared to 322 in 
the week last year.’’ 


General Death Rate Rose. 


There were 339 deaths from heart 
disease during the period, as com- 
pared to 294 for the corresponding 
week of 1928, and 85 deaths. from 
digestive causes, as compared with 69. 

The crisis in weather sent the city’s 
death rate from Jan. 1, 1929, up 
above that for the twenty-five corre- 
sponding weeks in 1928. In the pres- 
ent year the rate is 14.62 per 1,000 
population. Last year it was 14.59. 
New Yorkers had the comfort of 
learning that despite the set-back, 
‘“‘New York is one of the most health- 
ful of the large cities in the world.’’ 
The Health Department stated that 
the intensive work it is doing to 
fight diphtheria and for general 
health education will be reflected in 
a lower death rate soon. 

While the clouds gathered over 
Manhattan, sending down occasional 
sudden showers, the fog which 
rimmed the Eastern seaboard the 
day béfore lifted, permitting six 
transatlantic liners, held overnight, 
to reach their piers. Three of these 
craft, the New York of the Ham- 
burg-American Line, the Dresden of 
the North German Lloyd, and the 
Carinthia of the Cunard Line, were 
twenty-four hours late. The Fran- 
conia was fifteen hours overdue, and 
the President Van Buren of the Dol- 
lar Line and the White Star liner 
Olympic eight hours late each. 


Fog Lasted Unusually Long. 


Navigators told how they had had 
clear weather until within 150 miles 
of the coast, when they encountered 
the fog. It was a typical North 
Atlantic fog, they said, only unusual 
in lasting so long at this season. 

Because of the fog the flight of 
the Bellanca plane Pathfinder, in 
which Lewis Yancey and R. Q. Wil- 
liams plan a transatlantic flight 
from Old Orchard, Me., was held 
on the ground at Teterboro. The 
plane is expected to start today. 

The case of heat prostration re- 
corded was that of Patrick McCann, 
55 years old, 171 Perry Street. He 
collapsed at 40 Crosby Street and 
Dr. Murphy of Beekman Street Hos- 
pital treated him. 

Two bodies of drowned persons 
came to light yesterday. either 
case apparently had been reported 
to the police. One was that of John 
J. Muzil, 23 years old, of 284 Powers 
Street, Brooklyn, found by _ the 
Marine Division of the police in 
Fresh Creek, near Canarsie Bay. 
Members of his family identified 
the man and told the police he had 
gone swimming Friday night in 
Canarsie Bay and had failed to re- 
turn. 

Another body, that of a boy about 
14 years old, unclad, was recovered 
off West Seventy-ninth Street, in 
the Hudson River. The lad was 5 
feet tall, weighed about 120 pounds, 
had black hair and a light com- 
plexion.

COCHRAN DISCLOSED 
AS COLLEGE DONOR 


Bishop Freeman Tells How Yonk- 
ers Philanthropist Gave $400,000 
to Preachers’ School at Capital.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Alexan- 
der Smith Cochran of Yonkers, N. 
Y., manufacturer and philanthropist, 
who died a few days ago at Saranac 
Lake, was the ‘“‘anonymous layman”’ 


ing now being erected on Mount Saint 
Alban for the College of Preachers 
of the Washington Cathedral. This 
was revealed today by the Right Rev. 
James E. Freeman, Bishop of Wash- 
ington. 

The building was given as a me- 
morial to the donor’s mother, Mrs. 
William F. Cochran. The original 
gift, announced in October, 1927, 
provided for a $250,000 structure and 


an income of $50,000 annually. Mr. 
Cochran later gave an additional 


chapel, furnishings and landscaping. 

In stating the terms of the gift, 
which set forth the aims of the col- 
lege, Bishop Freeman said: 

“The college is designed to give to 
its students a comprehensive and 
broadly catholic vision of the histo 
and unity of the Christian Churc 
since its inception. 

“It will lay unfailing emphasis on 
those central and eternal teachings of 
the Master which secure to the Chris- 
tian ministry its power and useful- 
ness—through its sacramental office 
in the greet through its edify- 
ing and inspirational office in the 
prophethood, and through its com- 
forting and consoling office in the 
pastorhood.”’ 

Telling the history of the gift, the 
Bishop continued: 

‘“‘Mr. Cochran was a man of such 
retiring and modest habits that he 
was little known to the public. He 
scrupulously avoided anything that 
would give him distinction or notori- 
ety as a man of large affairs or as 
a philanthropist. Repeatedly, in large 
gifts that I was privileged to admin- 
ister for him, he insisted that no one 
was to know who the donor was. 

‘“‘When on a visit to him in Paris 
two years ago he discussed with me 
the large work now going on in con- 
nection’ with Washington Cathedral. 
At that time I told him about a then 
new enterprise, known as the College 
of Preachers. He immediately dis- 
closed a keen interest and offered to 
erect a suitable building and to guar- 
antee its maintenance by an endow- 
ment.’’. . 

The cornerstone of the building was 

laid by Bishop Freeman in May, 1928. 
It is planned to hold the first con- 
ference in the new structure in Sep- 
tember with the formal dedication 
later in the Fall. 
The design ‘is collegiate gothic to 
harmonize with the architecture of 
the. Cathedral. Variegated stone in 
the walls is set off by Indiana lime- 
stone trim. ‘ 

The building will have accommoda- 
tions for twenty-five resident: stu- 
dents and apartments for the warden 
and his two assistants. 

The Right Rev. Philip M.. Rhine- 
lander, former Bishop of Pennsyl- 
vania, now Canon of the Washington 
Cathedral, is warden of the college, 
and is assembling the faculty and 
preparing the curriculum: The Ox- 
ford method of instruction, with 
small numbers of students living in 
close contact with the faculty, will 
be followed, although large confer- 
ences of clergymen are planned. 

The College of Preachers, according 
to Bishop Freeman, will not compete 
with existing theological seminaries 
as it will function as a post-ordina- 
tion school.

lowa Court Holds Radio Set 


Is Not a Musical Instrument 


DES MOINES, Iowa, June 25 
(®).—The Iowa Supreme Court di- 
vided, 6 to 3, yesterday on the 
question of whether a radio set is 
a musical instrument. The major-

HILLY’S AIDE-GORS

F. E. Smith Questioned on His 
Attempt to Get Record for 
McCunn Juror. 








CITY COUNSEL ENDS INQUIRY 





Finds Affair Was “Personal Matter” 
—But Federal Prosecutor Says 
Investigation Is Not Closed. 





The Federal grand jury questioned 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Frank 
E. Smith yesterday at the opening of 
an inquiry to ascertain all details 
connected with his admitted attempt 
to obtain for Edwin J. Carroll a 
stenographic record of the contempt 
proceedings against Carroll, which 
were to have been heard by Federal 
Judge Edwin R. Holmes last Mon- 
day. Carroll's presence on the jury 
caused a mistrial in the James M. 
McCunn liquor conspiracy case when 
it was discovered that McCunn’s 
brother, John, was the husband of 
Carroll’s aunt. 

While Smith was before the grand 
jury Corporation Counsel Arthur J. 
W. Hilly, his superior, announced 
that he saw no reason to proceed 
any further with the investigation 
he had started on Monday to find 
out whether his assistant had neg- 
lected any of his duties or had vio- 
lated any law or civil service rule in 
attempting to aid Carroll, to whom 
he was admittedly unknown. 

Called ‘‘Personal Matter.”’ 


“T had from Mr. Smith,” said Mr. 
Hilly, ‘‘the same explanation he gave 
to reporters yesterday, that his in- 
terest in Carroll’s case was purely a 
personal matter and that he made 


no attempt to obtain for him any 
secret or grand jury records. I learned 
that when the man said to have been 
sent for the records by Mr. Smith 
was at the Federal Building Mr. 
Smith was attending to his duties 
as a representative of this office at 
the State Labor Department offices 
at 124 East Twenty-eighth Street. 
My investigation disclosed no reason 
for me to carry it any further.’”’ 
After the grand jury had

man, the stenographer Smith said he 
had sent to take down the expected 
proceedings for Carroll, Assistant 
United States Attorney Robert B. 
Watts said: 

“Of course, I can disclose nothing 
that occurred before the grand jury. 
All I will say is that, after hearing 
their explanations, I do not regard 
the matter as closed. I shall call 
other witnesses.’’ 

Smith’s explanation of his act was 
that, although Carroll was a stranger 
to him, he had felt a sympathy for 
his parents, and, knowing how much 
stenographers’ minutes of court pro- 
ceedings generally cost, he thought 
Carroll might not be able to buy a 
copy, although he.felt he needed 
one. He therefore asked Reisman to 
make a copy for Carroll. Smith ad- 
mitted also that he was expecting to 


be called as a character witness for 
James M. McCunn. 


Inquired for Records, 


Mr. Watts learned that Reisman 
had done some stenographic work 
at State Labor Department hearings 
of the State Industrial Commission. 
Instead of preparing to take down 
stenographically the expected pro- 
ceedings against Carroll, it was said 
at the Federal Building, Reisman 
made inquiries for copies of ‘‘rec- 
ords.’’ is requests were refused 
and the matter was reported to the 
Federal. authorities. 

Smith’s statement that he did not 
send Reisman for any grand jury 
records, recalled to reporters that 
United States Attorney Tuttle had 
told them that, at the contempt hear- 
ing, he would read into the record 
the proceedings before the and 
jury. Carroll himself testified be- 
fore that rag and waived his right 
to immunity from prosecution. Sten- 
ographic minutes of the hearing, 
therefore, would have included much, 
if not all, that took place before the 
grand jury in this case, although 
such record would have become legit- 
imate public property when read in 
open court. . . 

The inquiry into Smith’s action in 
attempting to befriend a person un- 
known to him is peing made by the 
same grand jury that is investigating 
Carroll’s presence on the trial jury 
in the McCunn case. 

This grand jury questioned also 
John McCunn, the defendant Mce- 
Cunn’s brother, who lives at 800 
Riverside Drive. McCunn = spent 
some time in the grand jury room 
yesterday. Later he refused to dis- 
cuss what had taken place. Mr. 
Watts would furnish no information 
with respect to the proceedings. 

The contempt proceedings against 
Carroll were adjourned last Monday 
until 10:30 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing. Carroll has declared that he 
did not know until the trial was well 
advanced that his uncle by marriage 
was a brother of the chief defendant.

The improved trend in the earn- 
ings of the Interborough Rapid Tran- 
sit Company was continued last 
month, net income for May after the 
appropriated but unpaid 5 per cent 
rental on the Manhattan Railway 
modified guaranteed stock being 
$645,130, an increase of $167,366 com- 
pared with May, 1928. 

Net income for the eleven months 
ended May 31 was $3,056,579 after 
allowance for the Manhattan Rail- 
way rentals, an increase of $107,049 
compared with the similar period of 
the previous fiscal year. 

The increase in May’s net income 
canceled a previous decrease in the 
company’s net earnings for the fis- 
cal year. At the end of April net 
income for ten months was $60,317 
below the income for the correspond- 
ing period of the previous fiscal year. 

Gross revenue from all sources in 
May was $6,261,572, an increase of 
$344,402, while expenses were $3,556,- 
701, only $151,156 higher than in 
May, 1928. Taxes were $40,699 less 
than in May, 1928. Interest and sink- 
ing fund requirements were only 
$585 more than May, 1928, while 
rentals were $65,994 greater. The 
balance before deducting the Man- 
hattan Railway rental was $877,001.

CRITICIZES WCFL 
IN REPLY TO APPEAL 


Radio Board Says Chicago Labor 
Federation Station Violated Law 
as to Advertising. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 
Radio Commission today filed an 
answer in the Court of Appeals of 
the District of Columbia to the ap- 
peal of broadcasting station WCFL 
of Chicago, owned and operated by 
the Chicago Federation of Labor, 
from the refusal of the commission 
to allow the station to change its 
location, to broadcast without time 
limitation, to increase its power and 
to change its frequency to 770 kilo- 
cycles. 

“The commission was convinced 
from the evidence,’’ the answer said, 
“that to grant the application for 
modification of the license for the 
operation of WCFL and in doing so 
necessarily close the Nebraska sta- 
tion KFAB, probably would result in 
an inequitable allocation -of trans- 
mitting facilities, in violation of law, 
preferental to Illinois and prejudicial 
to Nebraska. It would add ‘to the 
present over-quota of facilities which 
Illinois enjoys and would take from 
Nebraska the only station (a part- 
time station) which operates in that 
State with high power on a cleared 
channel.’’ 

The commission stated further 
that, ‘‘much as the applicant em- 


hasizes its desire for more time to 
Peoeteant programs in the interest 
of organized labor, it has found time 
to broadcast questionable programs 
which were not in the public interest. 
“This station has given as much, 
or more, time to advertising medi- 
cine of questionable value than it 
has to the furthering of the interests 
of organized labor. This station 
broadcast sponsored pro and 
advertised the sale of securities, 
without announcing or divulging the 
sponsor of such programs in viola- 
tion of Section 19 of the radio act of

NEWSPRINT EXPORTS GROW.

MONTREAL, June 25.—Newsprint 
exports from Canada, for which the 
United States is the principal mar- 
ket, increased about 20,000 tons in 
May, 1929, compared with May, 1928, 
according to a report issued by the 
Canadian Pulp and Paper Associa- 
tion. Exports last month were 214,- 
342 tons, valued at $12,614,252, 
against 194,298 tons, valued at $12,- 
543,471, in May, 1928. 

For the first five months of the 
year, newsprint exports were 990,406 
tons, valued at $59,563,671, compared 


with 891,349 tons, valued at $57,574,- |

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Advance in Stocks, After Early 
Irregularity—Call Money 
Holds at 10%. 








Monday's 10 per cent call-money 
rate was maintained throughout yes- 
terday’s market, but without effect 
on the Stock Exchange, except for 
a few early declines. The day’s inci- 
dent of largest financial interest, 
though not immediately connected 
with the New York market, was the 
withdrawal of gold from the Bank 
of England for account of Berlin. 
The Bank gave up $9,100,000, and 
London cables reported $3,400,000 
more taken from the open market, 
both consignments going to the Ger- 
man market. New York made no 
purchases, either from the Bank of 
England or from the Transvaal gold 
delivered at London yesterday. 

The day’s advance in stocks was 
irregularly distributed, affecting 
mostly shares which were already 
selling at high figures. Among these 
there were. half a dozen upward 
points; but the change in prices 
and 
there were somewhat numerous de- 
clines. The general action of the 
market was based both on the fa- 
vorable industrial company returns 
and on an inference from recent pub- 
lic statements that aggressive action 
in restraint of further extensive ab- 
sorption of credit into security mar- 
ket operations need not be appre- 
hended. Transactions on the Stock 
Exchange were not large; they fell 
below 3,000,000 shares for the third 
time in‘two weeks. 

In view of the peculiar existing 
position in this regard, the weekly 
loan statements will perhaps attract 
more than ordinary interest. Last 
the ‘‘brokers’ loan returns’”’ 
prepared by the Stock Exchange 
were reduced in' both June and July, 
the large expansion not beginning 
again until September. That year’s 
readjustment of stock market values, 
however, occurred at a considerably 
later date than it did in the present 
year. Yesterday’s report of member 
banks in the Federal Reserve showed 
$175,000,000 increase in loans on se- 
curity collateral, as against $73,000,- 
000 decrease in the same week of 
1928; in that respect repeating the 
comparison of last Thursday’s 
brokers’ loan report. 

The German Reichsbank’s weekly 
statement of yesterday shows why 
Berlin was able to command so large 
a sum of gold at London; it also 
shows how rapidly Berlin has re- 
gained control of the foreign ex- 
changes, since its rate was advanced 
from 6% per cent to 7% at the end 
of April. Until barely a month ago, 
the Reichsbank had been giving up 
$25,000,000 gold. per week for export, 
and had reduced its reserve of for- 
eign exchange bills to the lowest

How Stocks Moved. 


There were some rather bewilder- 
ing price movements in active issues 
on the Stock Exchange yesterday, 
while the early declines were being 
overcome in the afternoon recovery. 
American Can, for instance, rose 
from 2 low of 14833 to a high of 153% 
and lost only 14 point of its recovery 
at the close. American Metal dipped 
from 65 to 60, only to rebound to 
6354. Bethlehem Steel rallied from 
105 to. 1077s and closed at 107%, with 
a net gain of 214 points. Continental 
Can advanced from 72%, to 76% in 
the last two hours, closing at the 
top. The du Pont shares came to 
life with a bang and moved up from 
176 to 183, and after losing 2 points 
of the advance, closed with a net 
gain of 6 points. North American 
swung within an arc of 8 points and 
ended the day at its high of 138%, 
with a net gain of 814 points.

Putting the Best Foot Forward. 


With the approach of the midyear 
settlements there has appeared to 
be. a concerted movement on the 
part of corporations to dress up their 
statements by pulling in consider- 
able sums which have been em- 
ployed in the call money market. 
The idea of ‘‘window-dressing’’ by 
banks on the eve of a bank call is 
an old one, but since the advent of 
active participation in the call money 
market for corporations and. others, 
this plan of procedure on the part 
of those organizations presents an- 
other complication for the money 
market. The next national bank 
call will be as of June 29, since June 
30 this vear will fall on Sunday, and 
is the first since the State bank call 
in the latter part of Avril. Just how 
far windowdressing should be pur- 
sued is a moot question, but it is a 
fact that too much straining in this 
direction only serves to defeat the 
practice in the end.

The call money market maintained 
a firm tone yesterday although de- 
mand was readily supplied at the 
rate of 10 per cent, reached on the 
previous afternoon.

Airplane Mergers. 


It has been said that nothing grips 
public imagination quite like bank 
mergers, although during recent 
months the public prints have chron- 
icled mergers in virtually every line 
of commercial and industrial en- 
deavor. However, with the present 
widespread interest in aviation, ru- 
mors of impending mergers in this 
field are being passed along in finan- 
cial circles with great rapidity. The 
latest of these connects the names 
of Curtiss and Wright; but, despite 
the fact that such a consolidation 
would appear logical and that some 
conversations are said to have taken 
place, it did not seem to be believed 
that there will be any definite news 
in this matter.

‘DIRECTORATE IS ENLARGED

The formation of a $100,000,000 cor- 
poration in which the public will 
have a 40 per cent participation was 
announced yesterday by Stone & 
Webster, Inc., a private corporation, 
which for forty years has played an 
important part in the development of 
public utility properties throughout 
the world. The new corporation is 


to have the same name, Stone & 
Webster, Inc., but is to be a Dela- 
ware corporation, whereas its prede- 
cessor was a Massachusetts company. 

Approximately $57,500,000 of new 
capital funds will be added to the en- 
terprise, of which $40,000,000 will be 
derived from the sale of shares short- 
4 to be offered to.the public, and 
the. rest will represent securities now 
held by Stone & Webster, Inc., which 
are to be turned over to the new or- 
ganization. 

The business will continue under 
the same management, according to 
Charles A. Stone, chairman of the 
board, but the directorate will be en- 
larged to include Albert H.: Wiggin, 
chairman of the board of the Chase 
National Bank; W. Cameron Forbes, 
former Governor General of the Phii- 
ippines; Joseph P. Grace, chairman 
of the board of W. R. Grace & Co.;

Employes to Hold Stock. 


All of the partners of the present 
firm are to be substantially inter- 
ested in the new corporation, and a 
considerable portion of the stock of- 


fering is to be subscribed for by em- 
ployes of the company. 

Among the companies the majority 
or all the stock of which is to be 
owned by Stone & Webster, Inc., will 
be: Stone & Webster Engineering 
Corporation, Stone & Webster and 
Blodget, Inc., Stone & Webster Serv- 
ice Corporation, Stone & Webster 
Associates Corporation, Stone & 
Webster Investment Corporation and 
Stone & Webster Realty Corporation. 

Stone & Webster, Inc., was evolved 
from a partnership, originally formed 
in 1889 and incorporated in 1920 
under the laws of Massachusetts. 
The original purpose of the company 
was to serve in a reporting and con- 
sulting capacity in the field of elec- 
trical enterprises. Later engineering 
and construction work were under- 
taken. 

As the firm expanded it assumed 
the supervision and acquisition of 
properties and the issue and distri- 
bution of securities, particularly in 
the public utility field.

UTILITY DIRECTORS 
FORM VOTING TRUST 


Assare Continued Control of Con- 
solidated Gas, Electric Light and 
Power of Baltimore. 


The directors of the Consolidated 
Gas, Electric Light and Power Com- 


pany of Baltimore have formed a 
voting trust to insure continuance of 
the Lprement management, according 
to e Associated Press, which said 
that the announcement yesterday was 
a surprise to Wall Street, although 
the financial district had been look- 
ing for further consolidations in the 
utility field.

Interests of J. P. Morgan & Co. in 
the organization of three large hold- 
ing companies this year have in all 
cases, The Associated Press ex- 
plained, worked in harmony with 
the management of the corporations 
in which large stock interests had 
been obtained.

(4) to eliminate from said Articles and Agreement of Merger and Consolidation 
all reference to Five Per Cent. Preferred Stock and any provision for the conversion 
of Four Per Cent. Preferred Stock; and

GRAIN EXPORTS LESS. 


Last Week’s Shipments 
Bushels Below Week Preceding. 


WASHINGTON, June 25 (®).—Grain 
exports from the United States last 
week were 1,144,000 bushels com- 
pared with 2,091,000 for the previous 
week and 828,000 for the correspond- 
ing week last year. 

Department of Commerce figures 
show the amount of wheat exported 
last week was 594,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 1,570,000 for the previous 
week; barley 372,000, against 189,000; 
corn 103,000, against 140,000; oats 
66,000, against 49,000, and rye 9,000, 
against 143,000. 

Canadian grain cleared through 
United States Atlantic ports were 
2,415,000 bushels. against 2,371,000 
for the previous week, while exports 
of North American wheat flour were 
182,000 barrels against 242,000. 








CORN EXPORT VERY LARGE. 





947,000 Shipments in Seven Months More | — 


Than Double Previous Season. 


WASHINGTON, June 25. (#).—More 
than twice as much corn was export- 
ed from the United States during the 
seven months’ period ending June 1 
than in the corresponding period of 
1927-28. 

The Department of Commerce an- 
nounced today that more than 36,- 
000,000 bushels were exported during 
the 1928-29 period, while during the 
previous corresponding period the 
amount was more than 15,000,000 
bushels. More than two-thirds went 
to the United Kingdom, the Nether- 
lands and Canada. . 

The increase was attributed by the 
Commerce Department to the poor 
season for feed crops in Europe and 
to the early disposal of the Argen- 
tine crop.

CONVERTED LINER 


Freighter New Orleans to Try 
Oat Diesel Motors in Ran 
to Fire Island.

The bureau of maintenance and re- 
pair of the United States Shipping 
Board will conduct its second trial 
within a week of a ship converted 
from regular steam propulsion when 
its engineers take the motorship New 
Orleans out from Hoboken this 
morning for a crip to Fire Island. 
About 150 engineers and shipping 
men will be aboard. 

The ship is a freighter and has 
been assigned by the board to the 
Roosevelt Line, as was the West 
Alsek, which was tested last Wednes- 
day with complete success. The New 
Orleans is, however, a motorship and 
the West Alsek was converted to be 
a burner of pulverized coal. The 
West Alsek maintained an average 
of about 11.8 knots on her first run, 
whereas the New Orleans is expected 
to make about 12.3 knots. 

The New Orleans is 411 feet 9 inches 
long, 55 feet beam molded, 34 feet 
11 inches depth molded. She has a 
gross tonnage of 6,214 and a net ton- 
nage of 3,856. Her normal mean load 
draft is 27 feet and her deadweight 
carrying capacity on that draft is 
about 9,400 tons. 

The New Orleans has been convert- 
ed to Diesel drive and has been 
equipped with three four-berth state- 
rooms and one two-berth stateroom, 
all located on outboard sides of the 
forward bridge house. Adjacent to 
the staterooms a combination dining 
saloon and lounge capable of seating 
sixteen persons has been comfort- 
ably equipped. 

The main engine is a four-cylinder 
double-acting two-cycle air-injection 
Hooven-Owens-Rentschler 
type. The two auxiliary engines are 
cycle air-injection type, furnished by 
the Nordberg Manufacturing Com- 
pany.

$1,082,386 in converting the New Or- 
leans to Diesel drive, distributed as 
follows:

SEES NEED FOR WHARVES. 


Commerce Bureau Says Only Half of 
Waterfront Here Is Used. 


A survey of pier facilities in the 
Port of New York made by the Bu- 
reau of Commerce of the Port of 
New York Authority shows that less 
than one-half of the waterfront is 
developed for the dockage of ships. 
When the check-up was made there 
were 259 vessels in port and they 
would have required nineteen miles 
of sidc wharfage if placed end to 
end. Such facilities are not avail- 
able at any waterfront in the port, 
the Port Authority said. 


Army engineers have measured the 
waterfront about the piers and give 
the total as 994.8 miles, of which 
only 346.5 miles are developed. 
When the survey was made the ves- 
sels were distributed as follows: 
Jersey side of the Hudson, 33; New- 
ark Bay, 17; Arthur Kill and Rari- 
tan Bay, 7; Staten Island, 19; 
Brooklyn, 73; Manhattan, 48; the 
Bronx, 2; Yonkers, 4; anchored off- 
shore, 22; in drydocks, 24. 

Statistics of dockage space along- 
side the piers that are more than 200 
feet long and have a minimum water 
depth of 22 feet and are used for 
industrial or commercial purposes, 
with the exception of oil piers and 
piers in 7 5 repair yards, give a 
total of 327, lineal feet, distributed 
as follows: Brooklyn, 101,569; North 
River, Manhattan, 79,744; East 
River, Manhattan, 28,413; Staten 
Island, 42,201; Hudson River, New 
Jersey, 62,237; Port Newark, 13,000.

HOOVER SIGNS BILL 


TAKING LAND GRANT 


Northern Pacific Area . of 
2,800,000 Acres Removed to 
Be Forest: Reserve. 


RAILROAD ALLOWED TO SUE 


This Will Determine Whether Com- 
pensation Is Due, Ending a 
Long Dispute.

WASHINGTON, D.’C., ‘June '25.— 
Adjustment of a long dispute between 
the Federal Government and the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, involving 
about 2,800,000 acres of land in 
Washington, Idaho and Montana and 
estimated to be worth $20,000,000 to 
$25,000,000, is assured as a result of 
the action of President Hoover today 


in signing a bill that removes the | 


areas affected from the operation of 
a grant made to the railroad in 1864. 

he lands are included in forest re- 
serves and the Government was 
anxious to retain them in pursuarice 
of its policy of conservation. 


Bill Followed Inquiry. 


The government resisted the claim 
of the railroad to the lands on the 
ground that the railroad had failed 
to live up to the obligations of the 
grant, which required it to complete 
its building program by July 4, 1879. 
It contended also that other lands 
had been improperly included in the 
Northern Pacific grant. The whole 
controversy was made the subject of 
investigation by a joint committce of 
Congress and the bill approved by 
the President today was passed on 
its recommendation. The Forest Ser- 
vice was represented in the proceed- 


ings by Daniel F. McGowan, one of | 


its solicitors. ; 

The new law provides that the 
courts shall determine whether the 
railroad is entitled to compensation 
for the lands. Its effect is to retain 
title to the property in the govern- 
ment, and assures a ‘‘money judg- 
ment’’ instead of a ‘“‘land judg- 
ment.’’ Under the'terms of the bill 
the railroad is prevented from ob- 
taining other lands in lieu of those 
about to be subjected to litigation. 
The measure declares a forfeiture of 


the right of the railroad to’ select 
other lands on the plea that the con- 
ditions of the "ae egercetay grant have 
not been fulfilled. 


Cited Terms of Grant. 


The controversy revolved in part 
about the contention that the failure 
of the railroad to complete its entire 
line by the time stipulated in the 
grant subjected the grant to partial 
forfeiture. In his argument’ ‘before 
the--joint committee r: ' McGowan 
emphasized that the Northern Pa- 
cific had never laid tracks on 1,500 
miles of road in accordance with the 
terms of the grant. a 

The grant covered odd sections of 
land. extending forty miles on each 
side o fthe Northern Pacific’s route 
through Washington, Idaho and Mon- 
tana. It was made by 
ment to aid the Northern Pacific in 
building its road from Lake’Superior 
to Puget Sound.’ 

Forest reserve officials are elated 
over the approval.of the Dill, as 
whatever the outcome of the case in 
the courts, the lands will remain in 
the hands of the government. The 
government will resist in the courts 
any attempts that may be made by 
the. railroad to obtain compensation 
for the property.

BOSTON, Mass., June 25.—The 
National Association of Real Estate

called the meeting to order with a 
few congratulatory remarks on the 
attendance.

During the afternoon salesmen’s 
conferences on selling and. apprais- 
ing were held and in the evening 
secretaries and board presidents held 
a problem dinner. 

Delegations from all parts of the 
United States continued to arrive 
during the day until by evening more 
than 1,500 delegates had registered. 
One of the largest delegations was 
a party of 142 from Tulsa, Okla., 
which arrived by special train. 

Included in that delegation, be-
